BIG TOWN SPRINGS INTO BEING. 


Oklahoma City, Ok., May 23.—[Special.]J— 
At and before noon today 20,000 eager, 
greedy men and women rashed pell mell into 
the little triangular reservation of the last 
remnant of the once powerful Kickapoo In- 
dian ‘tribe, and jostled, scrambled, and 
fought for the 437 claims that were opened 
to settlement by President Cleveland’s proc- 
damation. Tonight the majority of the 
“Kickapoo are homeless and without shelter, 
roaming about over the land which for a 
quarter of a century has been their kingdom 
and in which no pale face had been permit- 
ted to gain a foothold. 

The majority of the bark homes, built by 


’ the Indians, are located in the uplands, far 


distané from the rich bottom lands which 
were allotted to them by the agents of the 
government. Tonight they shelter the white 


- man, who has taken possession of the up- 


land as his own. 

The race of the Kickapoo tribe is about 
run, and it wil be ‘but a few years before 
the last brave will have passed to the happy 
hunting grounds of his fathers. Of all the 
Indian tribes in the territory, the Kickapoo 
is the least fitted to enter into active compe- 
tition with civilized races. He has made no 
advancement in the 300 years he has been 
Known to history, but speaks the same lan- 
guage, clothes himself in the same scanty 
primitive garb, and prepares his food in the 
same manner as did his warlike ancestors. 
As the lines of progress advanced from the 

_horth, east, and west, he was gradually 
driven from one point to another, until he 
was hemmed in on all sides in the narrow 
eenfines of the reservation. Today the 
handfulof Kickapoos that have survived has 
been set adrift, their tribal relations sun- 
dered, and the braves, squaws, and papooses 
will soon become wandering vagabonds. 
All of their allotments have already been 
leased to large syndicates, for the Kickapoo 
Is constitutionally opposed to work of all 
kinds, and he will visit his land probably 
only when payments are to be made. 

Ready for the Start. 
The largest crowds that participated in 


today’s race were camped last night along 


the south banks of the Canadian River. 
They selected as points for the start the 
Yeords used by the Indians lying between 
Shawnee and Sweeney’s ranch, the stream 
being spanned by a substantial bridge at the 
latter point. The line of heavy timber that 
skirts the river was -made bright with the 
burning’ campfires of the boomers on the 
south side, the light giving a golden hue to 
* the foliage of the trees and making fantastic 
-shadows behind their massive trunks. Their 
reflection could be seen glistening over the 
water acress bends in the river, and evi- 
dences Of the despised ‘* sooner "’ who occu- 
pied the forbidden ground on the other side 
twinkled thromwgh the trees on the north 
bank. 

There was little rest for the boomers last 
night. The excitement of anticipation was 
too great to permit of sleep. All seemed in 
a happy mood and the hours passed quickly 
with song and laughter. 
* Kickapoo,”’ with the accent on the ‘* poo,”’ 
resounded through the woods and could be 
heard from one camp to another. The men 
indulged in kindly banterings, and even the 
few women partook of the happy spirit that 
prevailed everywhere. The night was dark 
and cloudy and a chilling wind that blew 
from the north caused the boomers to unroll 
their blankets and use them in the manner 
affected by the Indians themselves. Those 
who rolled themselves up in their blankets 
and lay down 4n the warm light of the 
camp fires were not permitted to sleep, but 
were made the victims of all kinds of prac- 
tical joke8. : 

At break of day coffee pots were boiling 
over the fires, and as soon as the morning 
meal had been eaten camps were packed 
away, horses saddled or hitched to vehicles, 
and each party went to the particular spot 
selected from which to make the dash. It 
was in getting possession of desirable points 
at which to cross the river that the first 
‘signs of ill-nature came to the surface, and 
the numerous controversies that occurred 
‘indicated the serious troubles that were to 
follow in the reservation in the afternoon. 


Scenes at Sweeney's Ranch. 
At Sweeney’s Ranch the best equipped 


' class of settlers congregated. Sweeney had 


built'a bridge in the rear of his house and 
_inelosed a large grove with wire fence. This 
g£rove Was‘transformed into a camping 
eround last night, those occupying it paying 
a good toll to the owner for the privfege of 
using the bridgeand crossing on the ford just 
below within the inclosure. As the hour of 
noon approached the boomers crowded close 
to the bridge approach and waited in their 
saddles or wagons for the time-to go. 
By common consent Sweeney was the mas- 
“ter of ceremonies. All watches were set by 
his that there should be no misunderstand- 
ing as to when noon shouldarrive. At 11:50 
men were waiting in their saddles with 
watches in one hand and whips in the other. 
The strain was intense as the hand crept 
over the dial at snail’s pace. Faces were 
white with suppressed excitement and it 
was with the. greatest difficulty that Swee- 


‘ wrey prevented them from starting. ‘ 


Three, two, one minute ahead of time. 
He stood near the bridge with one hand 
holding the watch, the other uplifted. When 
the second pointer reached the sixty mark, 
indicating noon, his right hand fell emphat- 
ically as he shouted, *‘ Go!” and the start 
Was made. 

A man driving a high spirited gray tegn 
to a light Concord buggy was first on the 


bridge. He lashed his horses into a dead run. 


and was half way over before a troop of 
horsemen was fairly started. As he can- 
' tered down the narrow roadway which winds 
its way through thick trees on the Kickapoo 
bank horses and vehicles were crowding on 


- to the bridge in an indiscriminate mass. 


Men were shouting, cursing, and whipping 

their horses. Riders struck one.another in 

their efforts to make their way through the 

jam, . 
Over the Embankment. 

‘A team struggling to reach the bridge was 
crowded off the approach and wagon), horses, 
and driver went down the steep embank- 
ment fifteen feet to the shallow water in the 
river below. One of the horses broke a leg 
and was promptly shot by its owner. The 
other was extricated from the débris, clam- 
‘bered up the bank on the opposite side, and 
ran away in the cloud of dust left by those 
who had-gone before. In the roadway 
through the woods numerous wagons were 
wrecked in collision, and a mile from the 
bridge a blockade was caused by an un- 
fortunate break down.

ter, but they were impeded by the wire 
fences that had been built about the Indian 
fields, into which the horsemen, fairly bereft 
of reason in the exictement, dashed without 
checking their speed. Many fine animals 
were badly cut by the cruel barbs and some 
were totally disabled. 

There were few places along the line 
where the regulations concerning the start- 
ing time were so closely observed as at 
Sweeney’s. At many points they started as 
early as 11 o’clock, and at others they 
strolled in as leisurely as though going toa 
picnic. 

At noon the reservation was swarming 
with people. Many of them were there 
merely out of curiosity. The docile faction. 
of the Kickapoos was out, decked in gaudy 
attire and with faces painted every hue of 
the rainbow. : 

AS an opening for the benefit of bona fide 
settlers today’s proceedings were a farce, 
for no man will get title to land except after 
a long and expensive lawsuit, and then the 
chances are largely in favor of those least 
entitled to it. 

This morning the town site fever took pos- 
Session of the boomers. The managers of 
the Olney Town Site company sent criers up 
and down the line during the entire forenoon 
urging the people to congregate at Dale and 
participate in the formation of the proposed 
new city, which is to be located on the line 
of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Guthrie rail- 
road, a half-mile east of Dale. Nearly 5,000 
people obeyed the call, abandoning all hope 
of getting a farm and determined at least to 
get a town lot. Most of those in camp at 
Choctaw last night moved up to Dale before 
inorning. 

New Town of McLoud. 

While the Olney people were engaged in 
this. work a crowd of Perry boomers was 
equally active in preparing to start thetown 
of Aurora, to be located on the North Cana- 
cian River, six miles above Dale. This morn- 
ing the Aurora people moved up to Dale, and 
after a long conference the two projects were 
united, the compromise town to be located 
on the site selected for Aurora, and to be 
calied McLoud, in honor of the general so- 
licitor of the Choctaw railroad, who had de- 
clared in advance that trains would not stop 
there and that no depot would be built. 

After the preliminary arrangements had 
been completed, the consolidated boomers 
moved up to Dougall’s Mills ford, which was 
the nearest point to the location selected, 
They gathered many recruits on the way, 
and when the ford was reached the crowd 
was enormous. While waiting for the hour 
at which they could lawfully move into the 
reservafidn gamblers set up their layouts 
and liqg4ers were sold over. improvised bars 
under the trees. Ata meeting of those who 
took town lot certificates in the company 
Dr. W. J. Gillette of Perry was elected May- 
or. One of the leaders of the scheme is Green 

3. Raum Jr. of Washington, D. C., son of the 
ex-agent of the Pension Office. 

At 12 o’clock the runners of the town start- 
ed on fast horses for the town site and the 
future citizens followed at their leisure. 
Lots were drawn for town lots in a quiet 
way, and a corps of engineers followed 
ciosely behind the runners. Tonight the 
town is fully organized, with a population 
of séveral thousand people, many more than 
it will have twenty hours hence. 

Guthrie, Ok., May 23.—Late last night half 
a dozen deputy United States Marshals raid- 
ed a camp of whisky peddlers on the line of 
tlie Kickapoo Reservation, four miles north 
of Shawnee, and in the fight that ensued two 
of the peddlers were killed and two were 
wounded. 


TENTH OF THE YANKTON LANDTAKEN 


Disappointment Because There Was Not a 
Larger Immigration,

DANVILLE HOT AFTER THE NORMAL, 


Enemies for Long Years Join Hands to Se- 
cure a New State Institution. 

Springfield, Ill., May 23.—[{Special.]—Dan- 
ville is to make a bid for the new normal 
school in Hastern Illinois. The city is thor- 
oughly aroused over the importance of win- 
ning the prize. Danville has for a number 
of years been rent asunder by local quar- 
rels. Its leading people were generally at 
swords’ points. Every one in Illinois knows 
of the fight between Joe Cannon and his 
brother William on the one hand and John 
Beard on the other. Cannon and Kimbrough 
fell out six or seven years ago. So soon, 
however, as the normal school project came 
up surprising things happened in Danville. 
Joe Cannon and John Beard actually shook 
hands and spent two hours in private con- 
versation. Shortly after that Joe Cannon’s 
brother William was seen to put his arm 
around John Beard in broad daylight. Folks 
in Danville who knew of the quarrel be- 
tween these men thought the world was 
coming to an end. It is almost beyond be- 
lief, but none the less true, that Kimbrough 
and Cannon have made up. The officers of 
rival street car companies are on speaking 
terms since the normal school bill passed 
the Legislature. The cashiers of different 
banks no longer scoff at each other when 
they meet, but exchange the salutations of 
the morning. It is said on good authority 
that the dackets of the Circuit Court of Ver- 
milion County will be depleted at the June 
term of a vast deal of vexatious litigation. 
A great many line fence suits will be dropped 
and some applications for divorce will be 
dismissed. This is all on account of the 
normal school. All differences that have 
hreretofore existed in Danville have been 
patched up as if prearranged by tacit con- 
sent. The city is going to make the biggest 
bid on record for the school, and any other 
locality that expects to size with Danville 
must busy itself right away. Mr. Kim- 
brough and John Beard are here in Dan- 
ville’s interest, and the lion and the lamb 
are eating grass together.. 


MURDERER OWENS RUN DOWN AND SHOT 


Had Escaped from Jail Where He Was 
Under Sentence to Hang. 

St. Joseph, Mo., May 23, — [Special.] — 
James Owens, a murderer under sentence of 
death for shooting his father-in-law, Seneca 
Noblitt, and who escaped from jail with train 
robber Pat Crowe here New Year’s night, 
was shot and killed by officera near Rockport 
this afterndon while resisting arrest. Owens 
was married to Noblitt’s daughter, who left 
him in October, 1894, after continued abuse 
and sought shelter in her father’s house near 
Rockport. Owens went there for the purpose 
of murdering his wife, who was defended 
by her father. The latter was shot and 
kitled by Owens, who escaped, but was soon 
captured, convicted, and sentenced to be 
hanged. He was looking for his wife today 
to murder her when Deputy Sheriff Young 
and City Marshal Fleming came upon him in 
a barn and demanded his surrender. Owens 
stole a horse and tried to fight his way to 
freedom, but was shot from the horse and 
killed,

SHARPIS HER TONGUE 


KEEN FLINGS AT GOTHAM SOOIETY 
BY MRS, JOHN SHERWOOD. 


She Says Degeneracy Has Come Since the 
Days of Mrs, Belmont, Mrs. Fish, and 
Mrs. AstoreA Conjunction of Sudden 
Wealth and Luxury Has Produced Ill 
Effects=Money Sometimes the Standard 
in Society, Spotless Reputation Being 
of No AccounteDead Leaders Criticised, 


Mrs. John Sherwood read a remarkable 
paper yesterday afternoon before a gathering 
of society women at the home of Mrs. W. W. 
Kimball, No. 1801 Prairie avenue, on ‘‘ The 
Philosophy of Fashion,” incidentally saying 
things kind and unkind of Mrs. Paran 
Stevens and Ward McAllister, the ‘‘ Two Lost 
Leaders,”’ and not going out of her way to 
flatter New York society in general. 

‘*What is fashion?”’ asked Mrs. Sherwoed. 
‘“*Philip James Hamilton says, ‘ Fashion is 
the temporary custom of rich and idle people.’ 
Ishould rather say it is the leading thought 
of the period, the temporary curiosity, the 
subservience to the power of a leader. Then 
again we.must remember the real law of 
change, Change isthe keynote of fashion. 
As soon as we get accustomed to one styie of 
dress the fickle goddess decrees another. 
Dress is as certain to follow its leader as the 
buttercups on the hill side are to be alike,”’ 

Mrs, Sherwood said all people who respect- 
ed themselves wished to stand well in the best 
society. That was a natural and honorable feel- 
ing. What, afterall, were the requisites of good 
society? A high mora! character, a polished 
education, a perfect command of temper, 
good breeding, delicate feelings, admirable 
manners? This was asked because on enter- 
ing fashionable society these requisites were 
not always found. 

Transition of Society. 


Society was going through a transition. The 
stately manners of the past were gone—those 
days when the first maxim of politeness was to 
make one’s self agreeable to everybody. In 
these later days the fashionable expert sorne- 
times treated herself toa real license of bad 
manners. In some cities wealth was the 
standard and a spotless reputation was 
of littie account. What, then, was the 
code of the modern world? Was it the sel- 
fish code of Chesterfield, or was it the more 
good-natured but careless one of the Prince 
of Wales? 

** All American fashion and what we cail 
position,’’ said Mrs. Sherwood, *is the out- 
come of influences and institutions most in- 
teresting to the philosophical inquirer. .Why 
a set or coterie holds sway in any city from 
New York to St. Paul is an unanswerable 
conundrum, ’ 

The lecturer said there had been a steady 
degeneracy both in dignity and in the seclu- 
sion that should enwrap family life since the 
days of Mrs. Belmont, Mrs. Fish, and Mrs. 
Astor, and the chief sufferer from the chron- 
icles of the press had been Mrs. Stevens. 
Whether she was to blame or not was another 
question. Mrs. Belmont was a leader for 
twenty years—most retined, most beautiful, 
most exclusive. Hers was a wise exclusive- 
ness and she improved society by her own 
pure character. 

Mrs. Sherwood said those who studied the 
tendencies which moditied and directed the 
social current could not but believe the con- 
junction of sudden wealth and luxury, like 
the conjunction of certain planets, was dan- 
gerous to the manners of a great republic 
when it undertakes to be exclusive and as- 
sume leadership, ' / 

** Many diners,” she said. “muét wine, 
late suppers, balls, theater parties, operas, 
and coaching parties; the very free and un- 
trammeledj intercourse of the sexes—all 
these things have been quoted as the explana- 
tion of a certain social combustion and 
vim. Whence comes this sudden corrup- 
tion and domestic infelicity, these scandals, 
this terrible malaise of modern society? In 
London they attribute it to the Prince of 
Wales, in France they call it fin de siécle, 
What shall we call it in New York? The in- 
fluence of leaders, or much horse, fair, lux- 
ury, coaching, and idleness?’’ It seemed ab- 
surd, the speaker said, to take on a serious 
tone as to the exclusiveness of this stormy 
manifestation that called itself fashionable 
society. 

**It was the misfortune of Mrs. Stevens,”’ 
continued Mrs. Sherwood, ** that she had an 
imperious temper and liked to quarrel, She 
had also a tremendous personality, which was 
always betraying her. She was always think- 
ing that her maid had robbed her, that her 
lawyer had cheated her, that her friend be- 
trayed her. Yetshe was always hospitable, 
loving, and giving to those whom she liked, 
She had a great nature.”’ 


Society Her Arena. 


As Mrs. Sherwood expressed it, ‘Society 
was her (Mrs. Stevens’) arena, and it was 
almost as bloody as a bull fight.”’ In a fit of 
anger she had calied Mr, Van Alen’s house 
**a refuge for fallen women.”’ Once she was 
asked: “ Is society rapid?’ and she answered 
instantly, ‘* No, it is vapid.”’ In conclusion 
Mrs. Sherwood was inclined to condone, say- 
ing: ‘* Mrs. Stevens was a much better woman 
than society pictured her.”’ 

On the other hand, Mr. McAllister was 
described as unlike his society compeer. 
Mrs. Sherwood thought his private character 
immaculate and his weaknesses agreeable, 
admitting, however, that “like all potentates, 
he was soinetimes cruéi.”’ | 

‘Society is pow in the hands of a syndi- 
cate,”’ the speaker said, in answer to her own 
query, ‘* Who are the present leaders?’

Culloch of Fort Wayne, Ind., formerly Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, died shortly before 3 
o’clock this morning. With him, when the 
end came, were his two sons, a married 
daughter, and a grandson. Death was calm 
and peaceful, the patient being for some time 
previous in a comatose condition. 

{Hugh McCulloch was a native of Maine, hav- 
ing been born in Kennebunk, that State, in 1810. 
He studied law in his early manliood. and, on be- 
ing admitted to the bar in 1833. removed to Fort 
Wayne, Ind. He accepted the position of cashier 
of the State Bank of Indiana, which in- 
cident undoubtedly shaped a career which 
developed into one of distinguished 
financial success. He filled the position of 
cashier and director of the branch of the State 
Bank of Indiana until 1857. In that year he was 
elected President of the State Bank, in which po- 
sition he continued until 1863, when President 
Lincoln appointed him Controller of the Cur- 
rency. After thoroughly organizing and putting 
his bureau into successful operation he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Treasury by President 
Lincoln March 7, 1865, and held that office 
throughout President Johnson’s administration, 
until succeeded by Secertary Boutwell under 
President Grant March 11, 1869. Mr. McCulloch 
then established in London the banking house of 
Jay Cooke, McCulloch & Co., with which he con- 
tinued until the sispension of the American firm 
of Jay Cooke & Co., in 1873, when the London 
house reorganized under the name of McCulloch 
& Co. A year afterward he returned to the 
United States. In 1884 he was again appointed 
Sec retary of the Treasury, this time by President 
Arthur, serving uaotil the first Cleveland Cabinet 
was installed. Since then he has held no pub- 
lic office. 


FIRE EMBERS SINGLE OUT CHURCHES, 


Damage to Six Buildings, All of Which Are 
or Have Been Religious Edifices. 

trand Rapids, Mich., May 23.—{Special.]— 
What came near being a disastrous fire was 
discovered shortly after noon today in 
Greenly’s livery barn, within a half block of 
the heart of the city. A strong wind was 
blowing away from the business houses and 
ernbers spread the fire with such rapidity 
that it seemed likely to get beyond the con- 
trol of the fire department. From the livery 
stable, which was formerly a church, it 
Spread to Gill's livery stable, another old 
church building. Embers went from there 
to St. Mark’s, the largest Episcopal church 
in the city, and from there to Vandriel’s 
feed mill, which has also served its timeasa 
house of worship. Firebrands had mean- 
time ignited the roof of the Second Reformed 
Church, over a quarter of a mile from the 
original fire, and that building was soon be- 
yond saving. The embers carried the fire 
for a mile farther into the residence portion 
known as ‘‘the hill,”” and several houses 
and barns were ignited, the Church of Christ 
being singed slightly. In none of the resi- 
dences was the damage more than nominal. 
Greenly’s stable was totally destroyed, as 
was the Second Reformed Church, these two 
buildings being the only ones to be badly 
damaged, though the rest had a close call, 
the fact that they were saved at all being 
due to the fact that the department was 
helped out by all kinds of improvised fire 
brigades. The loss was not as large as the 
territory covered would indicate, it being 
but $60,000, half insured, 

Belleville, Ill., May 23.—[Special.]—Fire 
destroyed the principal portion of the Star 
Brewery north of Belleville at 1 o’clock this 
morning, causing a losgof from $60,000 to 
$75,000, with insuranee of $39,000. The 
company will continue business and rebuild 
at once.

MEDALS TO BE READY IN TWO MONTHS, 


World’s Fair Exhibiters to Get the Bits of 
Bronze About Sept. 1. 
Washington, D., C., May 23.—[{Special.]— 
There is a good prospect for World's Fair 
exhibiters getting their medals not later 
than Sept. 1, 1805. it has been decided by 
the Treasury Department that the work of 
distribution need not be performed by the 
National Commission, but the medals will 
be sent to their destination from Waterbury, 
Conn., where they are being manufactured. 
All the names of exhibiters to whom awards 
of this character have been made have been 
sent to the contractors, and when the med- 
als have been completed they will be sent 
to the commission of the various States in 
this country and to representatives of for- 
eign governments for distribution among 
those entitled to them. This has been deter- 
mined upon as the result ofa conference.be- 
tween Kngraver Barber of the Philadelphia 
Mint and Director Preston of the Mint Bu- 
reau. From an investigation conducted by 
Mr. Barber he satisfied himself that the med- 
als would certainly be finished the later part 
of August, and hence Sept. 1 was agreed 
upon as the date for distribution. Gratify- 
ing progress is reported in striking the med- 
als, and, although recognition of merit has 
been deferred until nearly two years after 
the Columbian Exposition closed, it is a 
case of better late than never. So far as,the 
diplomas are concerned the Mint Bureau 
people are not prepared to say anything 
more than it is a case for the Chief of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing to settle. 
He has also been furnished with a list of ex- 
hibiters by the Bureau of Awards, and it is 
in his power to make distribution of these 
valuable parchments if he is so disposed.

MAKE A GREAT CLOCK 


INGENUITY OF OBICAGO MANUAL 
TRAINING SOHOOL PUPILS. 


Boys Turn Out One of the Finest and 
Most Elaborate Pieces of Synchronous 
Mechanism Ever Seen in Chicago 
Every Part Except Heavy Castings 
Made by Pupils of the SchooleCom- 
bines the Best of Modern Ideas and 
Has Many Original Features, 

The pupus of the Chicago Manual Training 
School have just finished a fine tower clock 
and have placed it on exhibition. It is the 
finest piece of work ever turned out by the 
institution and is considered one of the most 
elaborate timepieces in the city. It has not 
been offered for sale. Experts say its mar- 
ket value is not less than $5,000. 

With the exception of a few heavy castings 
every part of the clock was built by the 
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Weather for Chicago today: 
Fair, variable winds. 
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pupils, under the direction of C. E. DePuy, 
an expert mechanical engineer and teacher of 
machine shop work. F. S. Wilhoit, a pupil, 
designed it nearly two years ago and since 
then the work of construction has been going 
on steadily. Theclock is nota copy of any 
other in existence, though the best and most 
modern ideas in several standard makes have 
been used. The exhibition of the finest work 
of clockmakers from all parts of the world 
seen at the World’s Fair was a great help to 
the pupils and the clock is probably the first 
to be finished which is a composite of the 
best points in all. 
Original Striking Mechanism, 

There is a considerable portion of the strik- 
ingunechanism, whieh is entirely original in 
design, and its perfect working is indicative 
of great skillin workmanship. Several spe- 
cial tools were necessary in the building of 
the clock, and these, too, were made by the 
pupils, 

The clock is constructed to operate four 
large dials, at any distance and in any direc- 
tion from the movement. The escapement is 
known as the **douple three-legged gravity ”’ 
pattern. It is regulated by a graduated ad- 
justing screw, by which: the rate may be 
changed by a fraction of a second-a day. The 
pendulum compensates by means of a col- 
umn of mercury within the tube, The clock 
strikes the hours and quarters, the latter on 
four steel bars tuned as a ‘* Westmin- 
ster Chime.”’ The hour bell weighs 150 
pounds, The first quarter is marked by one 
chime, the second quarter by two chimes, the 
third by three, the fourth by four. There are 
four strokes in each chime, but the beils are 
struck in fivedifferent orders. The first stroke 
of the first three quarters is exactly on the 
minute, but the last quarter is struck earlier 
and finished before the hour. The first stroke 
of the hour befl is exactly on the minute. The 
steel bars used as bells are of the finest qual- 
ity tool steel. They vary in weight from three 
pounds to 150 pounds and in length from 25 
inches to 95 inches. The hammers are iron, 
faced with convex disks of hardwood. The 
frame of the clock is cast iron, the wheels are 
of brass, and all wearing surfaces are either 
tempered or case hardened.

HIS LIFE AND HERS. 


Jealousy Drives Mrs. Annable 
to Murder and Suicide. 


, DEED OF JEALOUS RAGE, 


Kills Her Husband First and 
Then Shoots Herself. 


NO WITNESS TO THE CRIME. 


Annable’s Attention to Another Said to 
Be the Cause. 


DETAILS OF A TRAGIC AFFAIR. 


_— 


Mrs. Anna Annable, No. 6416 Ellis ave- 
nue, shot and killed her husband last night 
and then put a bullet into her own heart. 

The tragedy was the result of jealousy on 
the part of Mrs. Annable because of the 
attention she thought was shown by her hus- 
band toa young woman of Davenport, Ia., 
who had nursed him through an iliness con- 
tracted while he was on a visit a short time 
ago to his parents, who live in the Iowa city. 

Ernest Annable was janitor of the Nyack 
Fiats. During the day he was employed as a 
firerran at the Woodiawn Steam Laundry. 
They lived: fn the basement of the flat build. 
ing, the only other member of the family 
being Myrtle, the 13-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Annable by another marriage. 

There were no witnesses to the tragedy, but 
the daughter, Myrtle, was reading in a room 
adjoining. Her mother was preparimg sup- 
per when her father came home from his 
work about 6:30 o’clock. While seated in 
the adjoining room she heard her father and 
mother engaged in argument. This became 
heated and then came two shots, She ran to 
the adjoining room and Saw her mother 
standing near the stove with a revolver in her 
hand, while the body of her father lay on the 
floor at the foot of the table. He was dead. 

Mrs. Annable seemed self-possessed and 
calmly said to her daughter: 

‘* Myrtle, Ihave shot your father. 
a physician,” 

The girl started, but before she reached the 
street she heard another shot. She imme- 
diately turned and went back to the kitchen. 
Her mother lay on the floor dead. Her nead 
rested on thefeetoft her husband and her 
right hand tightly clutched the revolver. 

Give the Alarm to the Police. 


The shots were heard by Frank Hanner, 
who lives in the Raymond flats near by and 
who happened to be passing. He ran into the 
basement and as he did so he met Myrtle run. 
ning to give the alarm. The rolice were no- 
tified and Officers Drennan and Rafferty of 
the Woodlawn Station were soon there and 
took charge of the case. A physician was 
summoned, but from the appearance of the 
bodies both Mr. and Mrs. Annabie had died 
instantly. Both bodies were removed to Rol- 
ston’s nongue at Hyde Perk. — | 

Annabel! was shot twice, One bultet had 
entered tme left breast and the other the 
mouth, lodging in the brain. Mrs. Af#ably 
had shot herself in the left breast, the bullet 
entering the heart. There was no struggle. 

In the flat above the Annables Sherman Rank 
lives with his family. Mrs. Rank said Mr. 
and Mrs. Annable had had frequent angry 
words since Wednesday morning. At that 
time Mr. Annable, it is said, received a ietter 
from a young woman in Davenport who 
had nursed him while he lay in a hospital iu 
that city. The letter came into Mrs, Annable’s 
hands and she took exception to its contents 
and the quarrel arose, The letter was signed 
** Maggie.” 

Threatened to Kill Herself. 

The police learned that Mrs. Aunable had 
several times in the hearing of neighbors 
threatened to commit suicide, It was also 
said that at times her actions were of such a 
nature as to give the impression that her 
mind was somewhat unbalanced. She was 
about 30 years old, and was a woman of good 
appearance and of refinement about her dress 
and manner. Annable was 32 years old. 

The daughter Myrtle was taken to the 
Woodlawn Police Station. She cried pitifully 
and it was with difficulty that she told what 
she knew about the shooting to Lieut, Larkin. 
Albert Annable, a brother of the dead man, 
who lives at No, 5851 Armour avenue, was 
notified and also Quinn Annable, another 
brother who is chief engineer of the Wood- 
lawn Pumping Station and lives at Seventy- 
eighth and Loomis streets, and both of them 
called at the morgue. : 

Annable was the son of J. Q. Annable of 
Davenport, Ia., who was for thirty-five years 
foreman of the Chicago, Rock and 
Pacific shops at that place. He is said to be 
well todo. He came to the city yesterday to. 
visit his sons. He was on his way to make a 
visit to England. He was visiting his son at 
No, 5851 Armouravenue. He was overcome 
with grief last night when summoned to the 
morgue. He was the first of the relatives to 
view the bodies, 

The tetter which it is said caused all the 
trouble and led upto the shooting was found 
by tne police and will be delivered by them to 
the Coroner this morning. Its contents were - 
not divulged. Nothing waskrown of the 
young woman who had written it by asy one 
of the neighbors or friends of Mr. and Mrs. 
Annable.

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_ HARD RAPS AT SILVER 


SEORETARY OABLISLE TALKS TO 


HUNDREDS OF BUSINESS-MEN. 


Delegates Come from Many States and Are 


of Both Main Political Parties, but Old 
Lines Are Overlooked in the Interest 
for aSound Currency=The Speech Makes 
a Great Impression, but One Section of 
the Resolutions Is Not Wholly to the 
Liking of the Memphis Convention. 
Memphis Tenn., May 23.—(Special.]— 
Southern business-men wiil fight in unison 
for sound money and do their best to oppose 
the silver craze which has had such active 
promotion amongst the rural population and 
wage-workers in the South and West. This 


‘much was decided upon when the honest 
money conference, which met here today,. 


passed unanimously resolutions binding the 


' delegates to use their influence from now on 


to combat in. every honorable way the work 
of free silver aposties. 

In what shape this work will be done is a 
conundrum. There are districts in which open 
opposition will be made on the stump and 
at the polls to all candidates who favor free 
silver coinage at 16 to 1, no matter what 
their politics. In other words, party lines 
will be ignored and determined effort .made 
to secure the election of Congressmen who 
are pledged to honest money. There are 
other sections in which the Democratic ma- 
jority isso overwhelmingly iarge it is ridicu- 
lous for the anti-silver nen todo more than 
attem pt to control the nomina- 
tions. Tennessee is a ‘fair sample. 
Representative men here say if 
the Republicans wiil drop the tariff and ne- 


‘gro vote arguments and join hands with the 


honest noney Democrats on any anti-free 
silver coinage piatférm the combination wiil 
sweep the Stute. In other sections a similar 
deal would undoubtedly secure the election of 
meny anti-Bourbon Congressmen. Lhe truth 
is, Southern people, or at ieast the thinking 
classes, are sick of old political lines. They 
believe the time is ripe for a tearing down of 
the- barriers and a getting together of well-in- 
tentioned men on live issues. 
Gathered from Many States. 

Today’s gathering was a magnificent repre- 
sentative body. Every Southern State, with 
the exception of West Virginia and-North 


Carolina, had delegates in Auditorium Hail. 


It was a non-partisan affair, many being pro- 
nounced in their Republicanism. The old- 
time *“Kunnels”’ and ‘‘Majahs’’ were on 
hand to be sure. But they were outnumbered 
by.bankers, brokers, merchants, and others 
who have’ no interest in anything but the 
prosperity of the country. It was emphat- 
ically. a business-man’s meeting and 700 
delegates were present. The rest of 
the house was packed with ‘spectutors, fully 
3,500 being in attendance. Many of these 
had come from far distant sections to hear 
Mr. Carlisie expound the doctrine of sound 
money, among them being ,W. P. Halliday 
and George F. Orde of Chicago, the latter 
being an official of the American Exchavge 
Nationai Bank. 

‘It was expected the Tennessee Bankets’ ’As- 
sociation, which adjourned this morning, 
wouid adopt resolutions declaring for a sound 
money standard, but it was not done, ‘This 
wus because the meeting was solely one for 
routine association business, and as many of 
the members were delegates to the money 
conference it was deemed best to leave public 
and formal expression of financial policy to 
the larger body. 

In the organization of the conference some 
curious things deveioped. The gathering was 


called to order by W. J. Crawitord, Chairman 
of the Memphis committee, which has engi- 


neered the whole affair, and while Mr. Craw-

Fallacy Is Shown Up. 

“Tf this be the case,”’ thundered Mr. Car. 
lisle, **then wages should have gone down 
also, but official investigation shows they have 
not,’”’ 

. Another point made by Mr, Carlisle, over 
which there was a wild outburst of enthusi- 
asin, was the great wrong which would be 


' done to people in ordinary waiks of life who 


have invested their earnings in savings banks, 
building and ioan associations, insurance and 
similar concerns if the Federal Government 
shouid adupt cheap and debased money. 
These people, he asserted, have a right to re- 
ceive just as good money;,from these institu- 
tions as they paid into them, but they will not 
if the free coinage of silver at the 16 to 1 
ratio is adopted, ‘hese assertions and other 
bold utterances on the currency issue were 
the bright parts of a speech which bristled all 
over with pungent and unanswerable argu- 


- Ment. ; 

When he said the government should retire 
from the banking business and aliow the peo- 
ple of the country. to provide their own cur- 
rency it was at first thought he meant it 
would be weil to drop the national banking 
system and there was considerabie quiet de- 
murrence; but as he went on it became plain 
he referred only to the direct issue of notes 
by the Treasury Department, and again there

r. Carlisle made no comparisons between 
Republican and Democratic administrations, 
‘as he did at Covington.

The world has never witnessed a grander ex- 
hibition of courage and fortitude than was pre- 
sented here when a defeated and impoverished 
peopie, without money or credit, and almost des- 
titute of the tools and implements necessary to 
the performance of manual labor, went uncom- 
plainingly to work to reéstablish their social 
order, renew their commercial relations, and re- 
construct their industrial system; and I am un- 
willing to believe that the same peopie can now 
be so discouraged by a temporary business de- 
pression, or so moved by appeals to their preju- 
dices, that they will hastily resort to new and 
hazardous experiments with the currency in 
which ali their transactions must be conducted. 
I do uot charge that our feilaw-citizens who pro- 
pose to revolutionize our manera? system by a 
suddén ebange im the standard of value really 
desire to see the business of the country ruined, 
or even injured, or that they believe any in- 
jurious consequences would follow the adop 
tion of their policy,. but, in my judg- 
ment, the results would be most disastrous 
to the material interests of ail the people in 
every part of the country, and, therefore, I shall 
appeal to them carefully to review the grounds 
upon which their opinions have been formed be- 
fore it is too late to correct a possible mistake 
upon a subject of such supreme importance to 
themselves and to their posterity. It is not 
necessary to impeach their motives in order to 
answer their arguments, nor would it.be wise or 
proper to underestimate the intellectual and ma- 
terial forces behind this great popular move- 
ment in the South or West,a movement which 
now seriously threatens to disrupt existing po- 
litical organizations and reform party lines; but, 
no matter what may be the motiyes or the pres- 
ent numerical strength of our opponents in this 
controversy, the merits of the policy they pro- 
pose to inaugurate must be subjected to the tests 
of reason and experience, and if it is shown to 
be impracticable, or fundamentally wrong m 
principle, we may be confident that it will not 
finally command the support of a majority of our 

le, 
Tr Silver Question Discussed. 

He then took up the silver question in its 
particulars and spoke at length on statistical 
and other point# in its consideration. Then 
he said: 

Although we have the gold standard or meas- 
ureof value in this country our actual stock of 
goid bullion and coin amounts to only about one- 
third of wur actual carrency—a condition of 
affairs which would have been inconceivable a 
few centuries ago. We have about $625, 000,000 
iu gold, $397,652,873 in fuil jegal-tender silver, 
$346,681,000 in old United States notes, $149,- 
584,471 in Treasury notes issued.ém@)the purchase 
of silver. bullion, $209.719,850 iq’national bank 
notes, and $76,160,569 in subsidiary silver coin, 
making in ali $1,804,707,763, exciusive of the 
minor coins, and every dollar of this vast volume 
of curreacy is kept equal in vaiue to the standard 
established by law. so that every man who 
receives a siiver dollar or a paper dollar 
in exchange for his products, or in 
satisfation of a debt, gets just as good 
a dollar as the man who receives gold. 
This is the monetary system and this is the finan- 
cial condition wtiich the advocates of free coin- 
age at the ratio of 16 to 1 now propose to revo- 
lutionize at once by achange in the standard of 
vaiue, sothat the whole mass of circulation left 
for the use of the people would be reduced to 
about one-Nalf the purchasing power it has now; 
or, ic. 6ther words, so that it would require about 
double.the amount of currency that is required 
now to perform the same service in the exchange 
of Somndi ties. But the consuinmation of such 
a policy would preduce results more far-reaching 
and disastrous than the mere reduction of the 
standard of value, because, for along time, at 
least, credit, which constitutes by far the most 
important factor in our financial and commer- 
cial transactions, would be substantially de- 
stroyed by the confusion aad uncertainty neces- 
sarily following such a great:and sudden change 
in our monetary system. 

But it is contended by a large number of the 
advocates of free coinage—perhaps a majority of 
them—that the effect of their policy would be 
not to abolish the present standard of vaiue and 
substitute the singie silver standard in its place, 
but that it would establish what they call bimet- 
allism and a doubie standard. I confess my ina- 
bility te understand what is really meant bya 
double standard or measure of vaiue; the idea is 
incomprehensible to my mind, because 1 cannot 
conceive how it is possibie to have two different 
legai and authoritative: measures. of the same 
thing in use at the same time, as, for instance, a 
pound weighing sixteen ounces and a peund 


‘weighing eight ounces, or only half as much, and 


both deciared by law to be lega! pounds. | agree 
entirely with Gen. Jackson’s Secretary of the 
Treasury, who said: “The proposition that 
there can be but one standard in fact is 
self-evident.” The proposition to estab- 
jish and maintain two different measures 
of value to be in use at the same time, 
and to be applied to the same things ut the same 
time, embodies a physical and metaphysical ab- 
surdity, and this is so evident that the ablest 
thinkers and writers upon the subject have been 
at last forced to abandonit. Prof. Francis A. 
Walker, one of the most distinguished bimetal- 
lists in the United States or in the world, ina 
carefuily prepared paper recentiy published, 


says: 
One Thing More to Say. 


“ But one thing more remains to be said in this 
connection; that is, in reply to the allegation of 
the monometallist writers t the course of 
events in France which has been recited did not 
constitute a genuine case of bdimetallism. [If 
these writers may be permitted to impose their 
own definition upon us, their contenuon can toa 
considerable extent be made guod. What they 
say 1s that France from 1808 to 1873 did not en- 
joy the concurrent circulation of the two metals. 
put only an alternate circulation, now of one and 
now of the other; and this, they declare, is not 
bimetaliism at all. Therefore, according to their 
yiew, there is no great bistorical instance of the 
success of bimetailism. 

“If, on the other hand, we may be permitted 
for ourselves to say what we mean ard propose 
by bimetaliism, the criticism in question does not 
touch our case at all. We flatly deny that bimet- 
allism necessarily involves the concurrent circu- 
lation of the two metais. There is some reason 
to believe that the French statesmen of 1803 
really expected. that concurrent circulation would 
resuit; but no bimetallist nowadays makes the 
concurrent circulation of the two metals in the 
gamne country a necessity of that system. If it re- 
suits only in establishing an alternating circula- 
tion the chief results of bimetailism wil! still be 
achieved as they were by the action of France.”’ 

This 1s inteiligible, for we can all understand 

how it is possibie to have an alternating stand- 
ard and circulation, sometimes gold and some- 
times silver, and the monetary history of the 
world proves that this is just what happens 
whenever the two metais are freely coined in any 
country and made full legal tender. Values wiil 
always be measured by the kind of money in act- 
ual circulation, no matter what the law may de- 
ciare, and, therefore, if the free and unlimited 
coinage of siiver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 should drive out gold and substitute silver and 
popes redeemable in siiver in its place, we should 
ave a single silver standard and actual silver 
monometallism. Instead of using both 
gold and silver as we do now 
in larger amounts than ever befyre in our his- 
tory, we should instantly expel tne more valua- 
ble metal from the country and make the other 
the sole basis of our currency. We have now 
gractical bimetallism—the use of both metals as 
money ; we should have then practica! monomet- 
allism—the use of only one metal as money. 
This is neither specuiation nor prophecy, but a 
conclusion based on facts established by the ex- 
perience of all nations in al! ages. 


Gets Down to Bedrock. 


Aiter this Mr. Carlisle decided to eliminate 
all irrevelant matter and simplify his argu- 
ment. So he proceeded, saying *“ this is the 
proposition now before the peopie’’: 

{t is proposed that the United States, without 
the codperation or assistance of any other gov- 
ernment, shall provide by law that ali the silver 
bullion or foreign silver coins that may be pre- 
sented at the mints by individuais or corpora- 
tions, foreiga or domestic, shall be coined at the 
public expense into silver dollars at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 with gold-that is, that sixteen pounds 
of silver shali be considered equal in value to 
one pound of gold, and the weights of the coins 
shall be adjusted accordingiy--and that the 
coins so made at the public exvense shall be de- 
hivered to the owners of the bullion or foreign 
silver coins, as the case may be, and all the peo- 

le of the United States, but nobody else. shall 

compeiled by law to receive them as dollars 
of full value in the payment of debts due to 
them from their own feliow-citizens and from 
the citizens or subjects of other countries. It is 
not proposed that the citizens or subjects of 
other countries with whom our people trade 
shall be compelied to receive these silver dollars 
in their transactions with us because that can 
be done only by international agreement, and 
our impatient free coinage friends deciare their 
determination to proceed at once independently 
of all other governments. All whoare indebted 
to us are, therefore, to have the privilege of pay- 
ing in silver, while all to whom we shali have be- 
come indebted are to have the privilege of requir- 
ing us to pay in goid. 
easured by their purchasing power in the 
markets of the world, which is the only reali test, 
the relative value of silver bullion to gold bull- 
ion is about 82 tol; that is, it requires in all 
popn tries silver-standard countrie< us weil as 
gold-standard countries, about thirty-two pounds 
of silver bailion to procure the same quantit; of 
commodities ene pound of goid ballion 
would procure, and, therefore, the proposition to 
authorize the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver into fall tegal tender money at the ratio of 
16 to 1 means, under existing conditions, that 
the in c value of the silver doilar shall only 
be haif, of about half, the intrinsic value of the 
eae doliar. My own opinion is that after we 
ad passed a certain limit the more silver dol- 
lars we coined the less they would be worth, be- 
cause the inflation itseif would stili further 
diminish their purchasing power. Such legisia- 
tion by the United States alone would not re- 
duce the value of the gold dollar to any extent 
whatever, because, as already stated, the value 
of that ae in commercial transactions all over 
the world is estimated according to its weight 
d fineness, will continue to be so estimat-

expelled from the country. Engiand persisted 
in the attempt for nearly 500 years, and, not- 
withstanding the enactment of the most severe 
penal statutes against the exportation of coins 
or bullion. was at jast forced to abandon the ef- 
fort and adopt the single standard, France in 
her efforts. to keep the coins of the two metals 
in circulation at the same time changed the legal 
ratio between them more than 150 times in a 
single century, and finally, in 1876, finding that 
gold was leaving her and that in ten years 
her net imports of silver had amounted 
to #280,000, 000, stopped the coin- 
age of legal tender silver, and for nine- 
teen years the attempt has been sbandoned in 
that country. Many other nations In Europe 
and other parts of the world have subjected their 
people to great loss and expense by their adher- 
ence to monetary systems based upon the theory 
that a double standard could be maintained, but 
in no case have they succeeded in keeping the 
coins of the two metals in use at the same time 
extept for very short periods. Our own country 
is not without experience upon this subject, and 
the results bere were just the same as they have 
been everywhere else. By the act of 1792, which 
was our first coinage law, the legal ratio betweeu 
gold and silver was fixed at 15 te 1, when-in fact 
the true commercial ratio was or soon became 
about 15% to 1, and the result of this very small 
overvaiuation of silver in the coinage was that 
gold went out of circulation and we had prac- 
tically silver monometallism until after the 
passage of the act of 1834, For the purpose of 
restoring gold to the circulation Congress in 
1884 changed the ratio from 15 to 1 to 16 tol, 
and as this was an overvalnation of gold in the 
coinage silver left the country and from that 
time on until 1878 we had practically gold 
monometallism whenever we had any metallic 
basis at all for our currency. 


Under-Valuet Coins Driven Out. 


It would be a useless consumption of time to 

© into a detailed account of the monetary legis- 
oa of this and other countries, or to show at 
length how it affected the movements and use of 
the two metals by its repeated failures to con- 
form the legal ratio to the actual commercial 
ratio between them. The great and ‘important 
fact conclusively established py the history of 
that legislation and its effects upon the circula- 
tion of the coins of the two metals is, that when- 
ever one of them is overvalued relatively to the 
other in the coinage laws, with free coinage or 
coinage upon equal terms, apd both are made 
legal tender, the coins of the under-valued metal 
will be driven out of circulation and out of use as 
morey in the country where the unequal valua- 
tion is made. The-reasons for this are perfectly 
plain. Both being legal tenders, the least valu- 
able coins will always be used in making pay- 
ments, and will become the measures of vaiue in 
the exchange of commodities, and consequently 
the more valuable coins will be boarded or 
sent out of the country into a market where 
their real value will be recognized. ‘Now, as this 
is just what has always occurred—at least in 
modern times; when commercial relations be- 
tween different countries are so intimate and the 
means of transportation are so rapid and cheap— 
even when the under-valuation or overvaluation 
amounted to only 1 or 2 per cent., I think we are 
fully justified in concluding that if the United 
States alone should adopt the policy of free and 
unlimited coinage of legal tender silver at the 
ratio of 16 tol, which would be an overvaluation 
of that metal to the amount of 100 per cent, all 
the gold in the country would be immediately 
hoarded or exported or be held as a commodity 
by speculators engaged in the business of buying 
and selling it ata premium. If this should be 
the result, the free coinage of silver would not 
foralong time add anything whatever, even 
nominally.to our stock of money; on the con- 
trary, the immediate effect of such a pacsey would 
be a contraction to the extent of fully one-third 
of our present volume of currency by the expul- 
sion of about $625,000,000 in gold, and it would 
require more than fifteen years to supply its 
place with silver dollars, evenif our mints coined 
nothing else. 

Will Be Disappointed. 


All who have been or may be induced to give 
their support to this revulutionary policy upon 
the assurance that it will give the country more 
money for use in the transaction of business will 
be greatly disappointed, for they wiil find when 
it is too late that instead of having amore money 
they will have less and that it will be deprociated 
in value besides. The introduction into the cur- 
rency of acountry of any kind of money about 
which there is the least doubt will always oper- 
ate to drive out the same amount, or about the 
same amount, of better money and thus leave the 
people with substantially the same volume of 
currency they had at the beginning. The act 
providing for the purchase of silver bullion and 
the issue of legal tender Treasury notes in pay- 
ment for it was passed the 14th day of July, 1890, 
and the purchasing clause of that act was re- 
pealed Nov. 1, 1893. While.it remained in force 
United States Treasury notes were issued to the 
amount of $155.921.002, and there were many 
people who believed that this was making a mate- 
rial and permanont addition to the volume of our 
currency, but the official records show that dur- 
ing the same time the net exports of goid from 
thiscountry amounted to $103,419,491, so that 
the real addition to our circulation accomplished 
by the issue of nearly $156,000,000 of new notes 
was ‘about fifty-two anda half million dollars 
during a period of more than three years. The 
mere apprehension that the government would 
not be able to maintain.the parity of the two 
metais under the policy inaugurated by that act 
not only discreditea the new Trestsury notes 
themselves but the whole volume of our cur- 
rency, and gold went out about as fast as the new 
notes came in. While, therefore, it is not at ail 
certain that free coinage would ultimately make 
any considerabie addition to our circulation, it is 
absolutely certain that it would give us a depre- 
ciated and fluctuating currency, and. the ques- 
tion is whether the producers of cotton, wheat, 
corn, beef, pork, oil, lard, cheese, and other ex- 
portabie articles will be benefited or injured by 
such a result. It is an axiom in trade that the 
prices of exportable products are fixed in the for- 
eign market where the surplusis sold, and are 
fixed in the currency of that country according 
to its nominal value there. If solid in England, 
for illustration, the prices are fixed and paid 
in pounds, shillings, and pence, and not in dol- 
jars and cents, and consequently it makes 
no difference to the foreign purchaser 
what kind of currency the producer has 
at home. The character or value of the currency 
in use inthe producing country does not affect 
the price of the article: abroad to any extent 
whatever, for the purchaser there trades in his 
own market and uses his own currency in meas- 
uring vaiues. The establishment of a silver 
standard here could not possibly increase the 
price of cotton or wheat cr any other American 
product in Liverpool, London, Paris, or Berlin, 
whatever effect it might have upon the numinal 
price in this country. If our monetary system 
were so changed that it would require two dol- 
lars to purchase here the same quantity of com- 
modities that one dollar will purchase now, it 
would not affect the value or purchasing power 
of the English pound sterling, the French franc, 
or German mark in the least. The only effect 
would be that the exchange would be doubled, 
and the pound sterling instead of being worth 
$4.866 in our currency, asit is now, would be 
worth $9.732. and when our people wanted to 
make a remittance to pay a debt abroad they 
would have to pay twice as much in our money 
for the same number of pounds as they pay now, 
while the foreigner who wanted to make a re- 
mittance to pay a debt here would pay only half 
as muc' in his money for the same number of 
dollars as he pays now. 


it Would Fluctuate. 


The exchange would be in 
fluctuation, just as it has been between 
Great Britain and India on account of the 
changes in the prices of silverfrom day to day; 
and the American producer would be compelled 
to pay for the risk taken on account of the ti 
ations by receiving a less price for his cotton, 
wheat, beef, and other articles. The farmers 
and planters do not export their own products, 
but they seli them at home to somebody else who 
sends them abroad, and if the exchange is steady 
and the money in which hw is to pay for the 
products has a fixed value relatively to the 
money in use in the country where he expects to 
sell them, the purchaser here can atford to pay 
the highest price that would leave him a reason- 
able margin of profit in view of the conditions 
existing in the market abroad. In other words, 
he has to incur but one risk—the possible fali in 
the price of the products abroad; but if the cur- 
rency here is depreciated and fluctuating, if our 
money has no fixed or certain value relatively to 
the money in use abroad where he expects to se}] 
the products, there is an additional risk to be 
incurred which will have great influence in de- 
termining the price he can afford to pay the pro- 
ducer. In addition to the risk of a fallin the 
price of the products abroad, he must iueur the 
risk of a rise in the price of silver between the 
time of his purchase and the time when he 
receives the proceeds of his sale, for if silver 
rises inthe meantime he may not get back as 
many dollars as he paid out. The producer must 
pay for both of these risks by receiving a smaller 
price for his commodities, and hence his prices 
will never increase in proportion to the actual 
depreciation of the money in which they are 
paid. Toillustrate my meaning, when siiver is 
worth 60 cents per ounce, the bullion contained 
in a silver dollar is worth 46.4 cents. butif the 
price of silver should advance to 62 cants per 
onuce, the value of the builion contained in a 
silver dollar would be 48 cents—an increase of 
over 3 per cent. Now the price of cotton or wheat 
will not rise in proportion to the deprociation of 
the dollar in which itis to be paid; that is, the 
purchaser for export wili not pay for it at the 
rate of 44.4 cents for each dollar when silver is 
worth 60 cents an ounce, because he knows that 
silver may rise to 61 or 62 cents per ounce before 
he can sell the product abroad and get his money 
for it, and he knows that if this happens the gold 
he receives abroad cannot be exchanged for as 
many silver dollars as he paid the producer here. 
He will not take all this risk upon himself, but 
will compel the producer to bear it by receiving 
a less price for his cotton or wheat; and this 
argument applies witn equal force to all other 


a state of 


’ articles. It is impossible to estimate accurately 


the amount of loss which this would inflict upon 
the American producers of exportable products, 
but it would undoubtedly be ver? great, as the 
value of our exports of domestic merchandise is 
nearly $870,000,000 per annum, and a small per- 
centage upon thie large sum‘would very mate- 
rially affect the incomes of our producers. 


As to the Effect of ’73. 
It isa 
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date, The assertion that the 


prices since 1873 is due to the appreciation of 
gold alone is based upon the assumption that the 
relations betwéen supply and demand have not 
changed, that there has been no diminution 
of the cost of pruduction and distribution, 
that the facilities for effecti financial ex- 
changes have not been improved, and. in brief, 
that the world has made no progress in the con- 
duet of its industrial and commercial operations 
for more than twenty years. This assumption is 
so inconsistent with well-known economic and 
historical facts that it seems scarcely worth 
while to ive it aserious consideration. Reduc- 
tions in the prices of commodities are generally 
due to so many different causes that it is scarcely 
ever possible to ascertain the extent of their sep- 
arate influences, I presume, however, that even 
the most ardent advocate of free coinage would 
be willing to admit that the invention and use of 
labor-saving machinery, the extension of our 
railroad systems, the improvement of our water- 
ways, and the great reductions in the rates for 
carrying freight, the employment of steamships, 
the use of the telegraph on the land and under 
the sea, the application of electricity in the pro- 
duction of light, heat, and power, the utilization 
of by-products which were Roomariy wasted, the 
introduction of more economical methods in the 
processes of production, the wonderful advance 
made by our laborers in skill and efficiency, the 
greatly reduced rates of interest paid for the use 
of capital, and many other things. 

In 1891, 1892, and part of 1893 I had the 
honor to serve on a subcommittee charged by the 
Senate of the United States with the duty of as- 
certaining the course of prices and wages of labor 
for as long a period as authentic recoriis would 
enabie us to embrace in our investigation, and, 
after a most thorough and impartial examina- 
tion of the subject, a report was made which filis 
four large volumes and embodies a mass of in- 
formation upon these subjects which cannot be 
found in any other official form. As to the course 
of prices and wages the committee was unani- 
mous, though there were differences of opinion 
among the members as to the causes that had 
from time to time produced the changes. The 
prices of many ariicles and the wages of :abor in 
many occupations were ascertained during each 
year as far back as 1840, and for the purposes of 
comparison the prices of commodities and the 
wages of labor in the year 1860 were adopted as 
the standard. ‘The sufficiency of the reasons for 
selecting that yearrather than any other will 
not, 1 think, be questioned. There were no 
great financial or other disturbances during that 
year, business was in a normal condition in all 
parts of the country, no changes had been made 
in the monetary systems of the world for many 
years, the United States was using gold as the 
measure of value, just as it is now, except that 
there was no legal-tender silver in circulation as 
there is now, the people were prosperous, and 
the price of commodities and the wages of labor 
were fairly adjusted with relation to each other. 
At the time when this investigation was made all 
the legislation in regard to silver now specitical- 
ly complained of had been accomplished, and if 
prices or wages had fallen there was as much 
reason to attribute the reduction to that legisla- 
tion then as there is now. Ample time has been 
afforded for its effects, if it had any, upon prices 
and wages to be felt, and the fact that the inves- 
tigation was not made for the purpose of in- 
fluencing legislation upon the silver question 
adds to the value of its results. 


Showing of Statistics, 

In the firat place, the committee unanimously 
selected 232 articles in common use which it was 
agreed constituted the great bulk of the con- 
sumption and expenditures of the people, and 
these articles were separat into eight classes 
or groups—that is, clothes and clothing, fuel and 
lighting, metals and implements, lumber and 
house-building materials, drugs and cheniicals, 
house-furnishing goods, and miscellaneous com- 
modities. It was found that the prices of articles 
used for food, taking them altogether, had fallen 
less than 10 per cent since 1873, while the prices 
of clothes and clothing had fallen 32 per cent; 
fuel and light nearly 24 percent; metais and im- 
plements, 35 per cent; lumber and building ma- 
terials, nearly 20 per cent; drugs and chemicals, 
31 per cent; house-furnishing goods, 27 per cent; 
and miscellaneous articles, 10 per cent. The 
prices for the year 1860 being taken as the stand- 
ard were represented by 100. and increases and 
decreases were shown by deviations from that num- 
ber up or down, as the case might be. The in- 
vestigation showed that at the time it was made 
articies of food stood at 103.9, or nearly 4 per 
cent higher than in 1860; clothes and clothing 
at 81.1; fuel and lighting at 91; metals and im- 
plements at 74.9; lumber and house-building 
materials at 122.8; drugs and chemicals at 
86.3; house-furnishing goods at 70.1, and mis- 
cellaneous articies at 95.1. These results of the 
investigation establish three facts which have an 
important bearing upon the present controversy. 
The first fact established is that the prices of 
articles of food, which are the products of the 
farms, gardens, orchards, and dairies of the coun- 
try, were about 4 per cent higher than they were 
in the year of 1860, long before the silver legisia- 
tion now complained of; the second is, that the 
fall in the prioes of these farm products since the 
year 1873 hag been much less shan the fall inthe 
wices of the commodities the farmers have to 
eg and the third is, that the reductions in 
prices have not uniform, either as 
to particular articles i decane of articles, and 
therefore cannot be attributed to one and the 
same cause~—to the appreciation of gold, for in- 
stance. The coneciusion is inevitabie that vari- 
ous influences have operated to produce these 
changes in prices, some affecting one group of 
articies and some another’ and doubtless some 
affecting all, but to no one influence can the 
whole result be attributed. Cotton and wheat 
are the commodities most frequently referred to 
by those who ¢ontend that: the fall ino prices is 
due to the appreciation of gbid, but there is noth- 
ing whatever in the methods of producing those 
articles, or in transporting or selling them, or in 
the character of the money received for them, 
which would make the appreciation of goid 
affect their prices more than it would atfect the 
prices of other commodities produced by our 
people. In addition to the various causes which 
have more or iess atfected the prices of all 
articles, the prices of these two products 
have been seriously affected by the enormous 
increase in their production since the year 
1872, which was the last crop year pre- 
ceding the legislation in regard tosilver. The 
production of cotton in this country in 1872-'3 
was 2,974,351 bales, containing an average of 
439 pounds net weight, while the production in 
1893-'4 was 7,549,817 baies. containing an aver- 
aze of 474 pounds net weight, cr an increase of 
nearly 200 per cent in this country alone, besides 
the great increase that has taken piace in com- 
peting countries; and in 1804-'5 the production 
here was much larger, being nearly 10,000,000 
bales. According to the statistics of the Agri- 
cultural Department the production of wheat in 
this country in 1872 was 249,097,100 bushels, 
and in 1894 460,267,416 bushels, or nearly 
twice as much, and there has also been an enor- 
mous increase of production in competing coun- 
tries. But, gentiemen, notwithstanding the great 
increase in the production of cotton and wheat 
here and in other countries, and the consequent 
decline in their prices, a given quantity of either 
of them will now purchase in our own markets 
and in the markets abroad a largershare of many 
other useful commodities than it would have pur- 
chased in 1872 or 1873, 0 that, in fact, as com- 
pared with many other things, the values of cot- 
ton and wheat have appreciated. 


Where Labor Comes In. 


The one thing which has been less affected by 
the changes in the reiation between supply and 
demand, by improvements in the mgthods of pro- 
duction and distribution and by the other infiu- 
ences which produce fluctuations in prices of com- 
modities generally, is labor, and it is by far the 
most important single source of income pos- 
sessed by our people, a much larger amount be- 
ing expended every year in the payment of wages 
than for any other one purpose, The cost of 
labor in the manufacturing and mechanical in- 
dustries alone during the census year 188U was 
$2, 283,216,520, which was near.y two and one- 
haif times the value of ail the wheat and cotton 
produced in this country; and if we add to this 
the amounts paid for farm labor, for 
clerical and other work in mercantile 
establishments for domestic service and for 
work on railways of ail kinds, on water craft, 
on streets and other improvements in the cities, 
and inthe many-other occupations which give 
employment to our people, we would have a sum 
aimost, if not quite, equal to the valus of all our 
agricultural products. It is evident. therefore, 
that if the allegea depreciation of goid alone has 
caused a reduction of prices the wages of labor, 
the greatest commodity in the market, should 
have fallen since 1873; but exactly the reverse 
istrue. The investigations of this subject by the 
subcommittee covered a period of fifty-two years 
and embraced all the occupations in which our 
people were engaged, and tie fact, unanimously 
found, was that, although eighteen years had 
elapsed since the silver legisiation, the wages of 
labor were higher than in 1872 or 1873. Wages 
were found to be nearly 61 per cent higher than 
in 1860, which was thirteen years before the sil- 
ver legislation, and more than 8 per cent higher 
than in 1873, when that legisiation was adopted. 

The argument that the reduction of prices is 
due to the appreciation of gold is necessarily 
based upon the further assumptions that the 
legislation in regard to silver has produced a 
scarcity of fedemption or metailic money in the 
world, and that prices are fixed and regulated by 
the amount of such money, in circuiation, or 
available for circulation. Neither of the as- 
sumptions is justified by the facts. The most ex- 
haustive etforts’ have been made from time to 
time by the Treasury Department, through the 
Director of the Mint, by careful examinations of 
the monetary statistics of other countries, by 
correspondence with our diplomatic and consu- 
lar representatives abroad and with foreiga 
financial authorities, and otherwise, to ascer- 
tain the actual amount of gold and silver used 
as money in the worid, and the result shows 
that there is now more gold and silver in the 
agaregate, and more of each one of them, in 
use he full legal-teader money than there ever 
was at any other time in ».ne history of the world 
The gold in use as money amounts to $3,965.,- 
900,000, the full legal-tender silver amounts to 
$3,435,800,000, and the limited legal-tender 
silver amounts to $619,900.000. The policy of 
maintaining, or rather attempting to maintain, 
the so-called double standar’ never succeeded in 
keeping 80 ave an amounot of full legal-tender 
silver in circulation in the world as there is at 
this time, and one of the principal reasons for 
this is that the effect of the policy was to drive 
firat the coins of one metal then the a8 of 


the other into the coffers of hoarders or into 


the meiting-pots, because they were undervalued 
in the coinage laws and would not remain in use 
as money, 

Does Not Heed Per Capita Argument. 


Mr. Carlisle said he paid little attention to 
the per capita argument, and then he quoted 
many figures taken from the officlal monetary 
Sane many countries. Continuing, he 
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them to procure aneem money for the purpose of 
discharging their obligations. and in support of 
this argument the most exaggerated statements 
are made as to the depressed and suffering con- 
dition of our farmers, wage-earners, and other 
producing classes. This argument concedes that 
under the proposed system of free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 all the various kinds of currency 
in use by the people, including the silver dollar 
itself, would be worth less than it is now, for, of 
course, if this is not to be the result money would 
be no cheaper than it is now. To, assert that the 
peomte are in debt is simply to say that they 
ave traded with each other on credit, that one 
part of our fellow citizens, relying upon the in- 
tegrity and financial standing of their neighbors 
and acquaintances, have lent them money on 
time and sold property to them without demand- 
ing immediate payment in cash, and that in this 
way they have enabled many people te carry on 
a successful business and live in comfortable 
homes who otherwise could not have done so, 


Let Them Be Punished. 

If it is a crime to loah money to a man who 
wahts to borrow, or to sell property on credit to a 
man who wants to purchase it, and has no ready 
money to pay for it. let the perpetrators be prop- 
erly punished, but let us net involye the whole 
country in confusion and disaster and immolate 
the innocent and guilty alike in order to punish 
the reali offenders. Ifour people are in debt 
they owe each other, and, cunsequenutly, about as 
many would be actually injured as would be ap- 
parently benefited by scaling the obligations 
down to a silver standard. The indebtedness 
of the farmers, mechanics, and other ia- 
boring classes of our people, although 
large in the aggregate, is quite small in 
comparison with the whole indebtedness of 
the great railroad and manufacturing corpora 
tions. the national and State banks, savings in- 
stitutions, trust companies, insurance compa- 
nies, building associations, and other organiza- 
tions engaged in financial and commercial enter- 
prises. These various organizations are indebted 
to the people to the extent of many billions of 
dollars, and while it is true that many of the 
people are also indebted to them, their debtors 
and creditors are not the same persons, and, 
therefore, the debts cannot be set off against 
each other and extinguished in that way. I deny 
that there is any such thing as adistinct “debtor 
class"’ in this country, for, while nearly every 
one owes some debts, large or small, nearly every 
one has also some debts owing to him; in other 
words, he is both debtor .and creditor. The la- 
boring people, as a general rule, owe very little 
atary one time, while their employers are al- 
ways indebted tothem, because wages are not 
paid in advance: and besides, many of thém have 
small deposits in savings and otner banks, in 
trust companies, in building associations, and 
Jarge numbers of them have their lives insured 
for the benefit of their wives end children, and 
consequently they are creditors of the banks and 
insurance companies. The savings bank deposi- 
tors in this country last year numbered 4,777,- 
687, and the wives and children of the de- 
pemeers who depended upon these accumu- 
ated earnings for future support doubtless num- 
bered 10,000,000 more. There were 1,925,340 
deposita¥s in the hational banks last year, and 
1,724,077 of them had deposits of iess than 
#1,000 each, while State and private banks and 
loan and trust compantés held deposits for 
1,456,638 people, Our life-insurance compa- 
nies, to say nothing of coyapanies insuring prop- 
erty against loss by ide and otherwise, had 
7,505,870 policies outstanding last year, upon 
which the premiums had been paid, or were be- 
ing paid, by the people, and the mutual benefit 
and assessment companies had 3,478,000 mem- 
bers. The building and loan associations had 
nearly 2,000,000 members, all of whom had paid 
their money inas required by the rules of the 
body to which they belonged. Here, then, are 
about 21,000,000 of our people, generally poor. 
or at least people of moderate means, who have 
given credit to these great corporations and com- 
panies, and, in my opinion, it would be a griev- 
ous wrong to adopt any’ policy which wouid de- 
prive them of the legal right to demand and 
receive just as good money as they parted with 
when they made the deposits in the banks or 
paid the premiums on theirinsurance policies. 
The hard-earned savings of the pour ought not to 
be sacrificed to the avarice of the wealthy mine- 
owners or the ambition of aspiring politicians, 
and if the people who have a substantial interest 
in the welfare of the country and a just appre- 
ciation of their responsibilities as citizens will 
exert their proper influence in public affairs this 
great wrong can never be perpetrated. 


Little Left to Say. 


Mr. President, but httle remains for me to say 
before bringing these remarks to a conclusion. 
Itisnot my purpose to discuss upon this oc- 
casion the various propositions which have been 
made from time to time for the improvement of 
our banking system, or for the retirement of 
United States notes, because the questions in- 
volved in them are so important and so large 
that they cannot be properly considerad 
in connection with the subject to which my 
time has been devoted, We have an abundance of 
moneyin this country for all the purposes of 
trade, and the disturbances and hard times of 
1893 and 1804 were not caused by a scarcity or 
contraction of the currency, but by a contraction 
of credit resulting from a loss of confidence in 
the stability and value of our currency. So far 
as the mere volume of our currency is concerned 
we had then and have now an aimple supply for 
all necessary purposes, but under the existing 
system it is not properly distributed and is hot 
sufficiently elastic to meet al! the changing re- 
quirements of business at different periods of 
the year. The United States should go entirely 
out of the banking business by the withdrawal 
of its arbitrary and compulsory issues of notes 
and afford the people an apportunity to supply 
their own currency based upon their own means 
and credit, thus enabling every community to 
utilize its own resources when necessary 
and adjust the .circulation from time to 
time to the actual demands of legitimate 
commerce. In what way this shall be ac- 
complished is a question which has already en- 
gaged the serious attention ot the people and 
public authorities, and it will no doubt continue 
to be investigated and discussed until a plan is 
formulated which, if not perfect, will at least 
have the merit of being a great improvement 
upon the existing system. In the meantime our 
highest duty is to preserve the present stanéard 
of value, maintain the parity of the two metals, 
and keep all the money in circulation among the 
people, whether it be gold and silver coins, or 
paper based on them, equal in purchasing power, 
so that no discrimination will or can be made be- 
tween those who receive silver or paper and 
those who receive gold. A great government 
should do nothing to discredit its own ebliga- 
tions or diminish the value of the money in the 
hands of its citizens, nor should the people of a 
great country ever consent to the adoption of a 
policy, through experimental financial leg- 
islation or otherwise, which would vitiaie 
the obligations of their contracts, interrupt 
the regular course of their business,Jand destroy 
the foundations upon which their industrial and 
commercial systems have been constructed. ‘The 
spirit of conservatism is stall strong among our 
people, and, notwithstanding the delusive prom- 
ises and selfish appeals that are now largely in- 
fluencing their opinions in some parts of the 
country, the truth will ultimately prevail, and I 
have no doubt of the result when the time for 
final action comes. 

Gentlemen, 1 thank you for your polite atten- 
tion and for the opportunity you have given me 
to say something upon this great subject to an 
audience of Southerfh men. We are all Ameri- 
cans, all citizens of the same great republic, and 
while it ‘endures’ the fortunes of the 
North, South, East, and West wiil be bound in- 
dissolubly together,, There can be no antago- 
nistic interest, no prosperity in one section at the 
expense of another, but we must all stand or fa!] 
together. So believing. | have svoken to you to- 
day without reservation or exaggeration in behalf 
of that policy which, in my judgment, will most 
certainly promote the welfare and preserve the 
credit and honor of our whole country. 

Regarding the charge made by Allen W. 
Thurman of Ohio that Mr. Carlisle is cruci- 
fying the Democratic party by giving forci- 
ble utterance to arguments used by Senator 
Sherman, the Secretary refuses totalk.

The resolutions as adopted read as fol- 
lows: 

The people of the Southern States who believe 
the maintenance of a sound and stable currency 
to be essential to the prosperity of the whole 
country and welfare of the people in ali the vo- 
cations of life, do, thraugh their representatives 
in conventions assembied at Memphis May 23, 
1895, make the following deciaration of their 
mature convictions: 

1. Believing a uniform and certain standard of 
value necessary to the agricultural, commercial, 
and industrial development and prosperity of 
our common country, we favor the maintenance 
of all our money, whether gold, silver, or paper, 
on @ parity to the end that each dollar, whatever 
may be its composition, shall have equal purchas- 
ing and debt-paying power with every other dol- 


lar. : 

2. Profiting by the experience of Washington, 
Jefferson, and Hamilton, and the teachings of 
the great students of monetary science. from the 
time when Join Locke wrote to the discussion of 
the present day, we accept the truth of the prin- 
ciple now universally recognized and applied in 
the commercial world that the bimetallic stand- 
ard cannot be maintained where the ratio fixed 
by law for the free coinage of gold and 
silver does not correspond with the market 
ratio of the two metals: and that wherever and 
whenever the legal or coinage ratio varies from 
the market dr commercial ratio to any apprecia- 
ble extent, the doilar, whether of gold or silver, 
which thereby becomes more valuable as bullion 
than as money, will go to a yremium 
and_=_—s retire from circulation. e@ saw 
this rincipie applied in our own 
nationa experiences when, under the 
act of 1792. which fixed the coinage ratio at 15 
to 1, goid retired from ci:culation because ofa 
slight decline in the price of silverin the open 
market, whereby the bullion in a goid dollar be- 
came worth a few cents more than the bullion in 
a silver doliar and was therefore sold as a com- 
modity because it was worth more as bullion 
than as money, and, again, under the act of 
1834, which fixed the ratio at 16 to l, 
when the silver coin retired for alike reason. 
We are, therefore, »pposed to the free, unlimited, 
and independent coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 when the market and commercial ratio is 
more than 30 to 1, and the difference between 
the builion value of a gold and a siiver dollar is 
about fifty cents, on the ground that such action, 
instead of restoring the bimetallic standard, 
would inevitabiy result in silver monometallism. 


All on a Gold Basis. 


8. At this time there is no country in the world 
which maintains the bimetallic standard, and 
neither is there any’ country where the free 
coinage of silver obtains which is not on a silver 
basis. Each country, on account of its inabilit 
to adopt independently any bimetallic standard, 
must elect for itseif which it prefers, the gold 
or the silver standard, We _ therefore 
favor, in the absence of inter- 
national cooperation, the retention 
and maintenance of.the existing gold standard, 
because a change from the gold to the silver 
standard would have the effect to repudiate all 
public and private obligations to the extent of 
the difference between the bullion value of the 
gold and silver dollar; because whatever such 
change should be seriously threatened it would 
cause an immediate attempt ata collection and 
liquidation of all debts in anticipation of the result 
it*would produce; because such transition from 
the goid to the silver basis would destroy public 
and private confidence and would involve the 
country in such confusion and distrust that the 
products of agriculture and the wages of labor 
would be anremunerative, the business of com- 
merce would become unprofitable, amd our 
people engaged in industrial | occupa- 
tions would be thrown out of em- 
ployment; because there is not a pro 
gressive, an enlightened country in the world 
which has not elected gold as the preferable 
standard; because gold standard countries re- 
tain silver in their circulation on a parity with 
gold, whereas there is no silver standard coun- 
try which can utilize gold as money; be- 
cause there is not a silver country on the 
giobe where the wages oO labor 
are sufficient to sustain the working 
classes in comfort and independence; and finally 
because the high destiny of the United States de- 
mands for the use’ of the American people that 
money which experience has taught mankind to 
be best suited for commerce, the development of 
manufactures, the encouragement of labor, and 
the advancement of civilization. 

4. We wouid rejoice over the adoption of real 
bimetallism, but in view of the continued fluctu- 
ations in the price of silver in the open market 
we realize that it is impossible for the United 
States independentiy to adopt a _ bimetallic 
standard, and we deem it unwise aod hazard- 
ous to the best interests of its people for 
this country to attempt its establishment. We 
favor the policy of this country standing in the 
attitude of readiness at all times to codperate 
with the other powers in any effort they may in- 
augurate looking tothe adoption of true bimet- 
allism, but in the meantime, and until success- 
ful codperation is assured, to maintin, inviolate, 
its existing standard of value, 

The Troublesome Paragraph. 

5. We favor the retention as part of our money 
the silver now coined. and in order to give a 
wider field for the use of silver we favor the 
coinage of money other than silver and silver 
certificates below the denomination of $10 
into. higher denominations, so as to make 
our entire. circulation below the denomina- 
tion of $10, either silver or silver certificates; 
and tothisend the Secretary of the Treasury 
should be authorized by law to coiu from time to 
time, as the people may require them, silver dol- 
lars until the demand of commerce for money 
below the denomination of $10 is at all times 
satisfied. 

6. We realize that our national banki sys- 
tem was adopted during a time of war, and that 
itis not adapted to existing conditions. We, 
therefore, favor such legislation as will secure to 
the people a system of banking surrounded Dy 
such safeguards as will at all times furnish them 
a safe, elastic, and sufficient currency for the 
transaction of their business. 

7. We cannot too highly commend the unflag- 
ging courage and sturdy patriotism of President 
Cleveland in his efforts to protect the national 
honor and to maintain the public credit during a 
period of great financial distress, and under con- 
ditions which threatened danger to botli; and we 
congratulate him and the entire country on evi- 
dence of returning prosperity. 


To Spread the Gospel. 


The mischief was in a large degree undone 
by the unanimous passage of resolutions in 
favor of the formation of clubs «nd leagues in 
tne South to spread the gospel of sound 
money on an anti-silver basis and the indorse- 
ment of the work of the Reform League of 
New York, which under the guidance of Col. 
John J. Garrett has* been active in issuing 
sound money literature. 

No convention of this sort would be com- 
plete without at least one ludicrous feature. 
Just after Chairman Catchings had rapped 
the evening session to order a Georgia dele- 
gate arose and made a vigorous kick because 
no prayers had been offered in the confer- 
ence. He declared solemnly, with ludicrous 
dramatic effect, that no good would come of 
a body which ignored devotional exercises, 
and when his motion was voted duwn he 
grabbed his hat and stalked out of the hall. 

It is talked tonight that the proceedings of * 
today have fairly launched Grover Cleveland 
asa third term candidate, Memphis gentle. 
men who were active in getting up the con- 
ference now admit they have no available 
man in the Democratic ranks who can make 
a decent run on a sound money platform ex- 
cept Mr. Cleveland, and that the tour of Sec. 
retary Carlisle is the forerunner of a demand 
which will snortiy be made upon the Presi- 
dent to allow his name to go before the peo- 
ple as a standard bearer in the fight against 
free silver. In the present temper of the 
South it is doubtful if the Cleveland men 
could control a national convention. The 
people like the President personally, but the 
silverites are coming out strong on the idea 
that his name -is being used to kill their pet 
financial hobby, and this is sure to injure his 
chances. Great stressis being laid by the 
Cieveland agents on the fact that the inter- 
ests of the South are with the North and East 
and the three sections should join hands in a 
fight against the West. This was the theme 
of Congressman Patterson’s speech at the 
closing session of the conference tonight. 3 


TEXANS COME OUT FOR SOUND MONEY, 


Declare That the Republican Platform 
Should Take an Unmistakable Stand.

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His Efforts Cause a Number of Senators to 
Look Carefully Into the Arbitration 
BillMeasure Referred to Committee 
in the Senate and Will Probably Ke 
Amended to Take Away from the Gev- 
ernor the Appointing Pawer=F rontage 
and Revenue Bills Pass. 


Springfield. Ill., May 23.—[Special.]—One 
of the greatest fights of the session is over 
what is known as the arbitration bill, pro- 
viding for the appointment by the Governor 
of a board of arbitration to settle disputes be- 

ween employers and employés. Nearly every- 

y agrees that something of this sort should 

be done if proper results can be reached. The 

bill in question went through the House by a 

good majority. It was sent to the Senate and 
was on the way to the Governor’s office. 

Within the last two or three weeks people 
‘who keep track of legislation have awakened 
to several great big facts. It is perfectly ap- 
parent now that Gov. Altgeld wants to suc- 
ceed himself or to break into the United 
States Senate. His appointees all over the 


State are howling for him. A ringing indorse- 
ment of his administration is. expected 
at the coming State convention, which 
will be dominated by his ciaquers. His 
veto messages will be used for all they are 
worth in his interest. Gov, Altgeld has au 
idea that the State Board of Equalization 
ought to be abolished and the work done by 
that body should be performed bya board 
- composed of the Governor, the Secretory of 
State, and the State Auditor. He is reaching 
out for every particle of power he can find 
and he is using every influence at his com- 
mand to make the Legislature do his bia- 
ding. These developments have caused a 
number of Senators to pay particular attention 
to the-arbitration bill. They see the element 
of politics—or, to write more accurately, per- 
sonai advancement of John P. Altgeld—in it, 
and they fear the passage of the bill would be 
used by the Governorasa means of con- 
trolling every available interest within the 
purview of the bill in his behalf. A board 
made up of pliant material such as Gov. Alt- 
_geld would certainly appoint, judging by 
some of his other products, wou:d be ciothed 
with extraordinary power ani beof great 
bénefit to the advanceinent of party and. per- 
-sonal interest. 
Will Not Give Altgeld the Power. 


That is the reason this bi!l was today taken 
up and referred to committee, It will be 
amended and the chances are the contem- 
plated amendment will take away from the 
Governor the power to appcint the board of 
arbitrators, and the bill wil| specifically name 
men of the highest standimyin the Stute 
who wiil perform the work of the board. In 
this way the object of the constitutional 
amendment will be carried into effect. The 
bill can be made productive of a great 
amount of good, If its enforcement 1s in- 
trusted to politicians it can be converted into 
an instrument of torture. 

The measure was calied up today by Sen- 
ator. Mahouey, who, by the way, divides his 
time between the Senate Chamber and the 
Governor's office. During the debate which 

.ensued Mahoney gave out an intimation, 
which is accepted as coming by the authority 
of the Governor,-.that the defeat of this meas- 
ure might meet with retaliation. This innu- 
endo is accepted by s»me of the Senators in 
an unfriendly spirit, and they are calling at- 

_ tention tov the fact that two years ago, when 
the Democrats had the House and the Senate 
hoth, Gov. Pigeld was extremeiy chary of 
his vetoes. This session, when the Republic- 
ans are in power, heis free to exercise the 

. veto power witha probable view of making 
political capital. 

When the bill was called up a suspension of 
the rules was necessary and was granted by 
unanimous vote. Senator Berry moved that 
the bill be referred to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations. The motion excited a sharp 
and somewhat personal debate between Sen- 
ators Berry and Mahoney, but it finally pre- 
vailed by a vote of yeas 28, nays 2. 

In speaking against the :aotion to refer 
Senator Mahoney took occasion to criticise 
severely the actions of the Chairman and the 
members of the Appropriation comunittee. 
He said the desire tu refer the bill to this 
committee was for the purpose of having it 
killed. He urged the importance of the 
measure to the labor interests of the State and 
the imerits of the bill as reasons why it should 
receive fair dealing, and he asked that a vote 
be taken upon it immediately or at least that 

~the bill be not referred. 


Berry Denounces the Democrats, 


Senator Berry spoke caustically of the att:- 
tude of the previous epeaker and the. Demo- 
cratic miuority in the Senate towards appro- 
-priation bills generaily. He-said it was evi- 
dent that as they were not responsible they 
were willing the appropriations suouid be as 
large as they pleased. He charged the Dem- 
ocratic party with its failure to pass such an 
arbitration bill as this at the session two years 
ago and said it was strange that they (the 
‘Democratic members) should be so eager for 
itnow. The bill contained an appropriation 
which, he said, was‘sufticient reason why it 
should be referred to the Appropriations com- 
mittee. Replying to the previous speaker’s 
aspersions in regard to the Appropriations 
committee he spoke of a iittle diffi- 
culty which occurred in that com- 
mittee yesterday, as a result of 
which the Senator had threatened 
to resign. He did net know whether he had 
-resigned or not, he said; the members of the 
cominittee at any rate were not disposed to 
go into mourning on account of his action. 
As to this arbitration bii! he indignantly re- 
futed the previous speaker’s accusation that 
he was hostile to it, He said he was in favor 
of an arbitration bill, He might not. be in 
favor of this particular bill and certainly was 
of the opinion that it should be referred to 
the conurmittee for its consideration. The 
bill, he said, had passed the House and would 
in all probability pass the Senate. He de- 
nied that he was trying to ‘* put this bill to 
sieep’’ in committee,jnd he defied any one 
to show that he had eee been guilty of such 
action in regard to any bil’. 


Refers to Mahoney’s Threats, 


Senator Crawford in speaking of the bill 
reminded the Republican members that if 
they were going to do anything to pass a labor 
arbitration bill, as the session would now soon 

Ss over, it was necessary to get it where it 
of could be discussed. Alluding to Senator 
Mahoney’s remarks he said the latter had as- 
suined to be the special champion of labor in 
E the Senate, and had presumed to threaten his 
‘ fellow-mem bers if they failed to support this 
| bill. He had always been in favor oi an arbi- 
tration bill, he said, if a wise one, but he 
Would never consent under threats at an- 
other’s dictation to support a measufe with. 
out due consideration. He felt sure. he said, 
that before it adjourned this Republican 

Legislature would pass an arbitration bill.

St. Louis Bridge Report. 


Right after the reading of the journal this 
Morning Senator Campbell of Hamilton, 
Chairman of,the special com mittee appointed 
to investigate and make a report on the St. 
Louis Bridge company, submitted the com- 
mittee’s report, Foliowimg are the sum- 
marized findings of the investigation and the 
committeé’s recommendations: 

That the statutes of the United States have 

been violated by this bridge and terminal combi- 
, Bation ; that the inter-State commerce laws Lave 
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by both the bridge companies; that the Federal 
statates against trusts, pools, and combines to 
restrain commerce between the States have been 
violated by those companies; that the laws of 
the State of Lilinois are being constantly violated 
by the bridge and terminal combines the 
Wiggins Ferry company. 

Your committee recommends that the Senate of 
the State of lilinois, by the adoption of this re- 
port, requests the Attorney-General of this State 
to communicate with the Legal Department of 
the National Government and lay before it the 
contents of this report, and to earnestly request 
that the Attorney-Genera! of the United States 
proceed te invoke the laws of the Nation to rem- 
edy this great and growing evil to the commerce of 
the country, resulting from unjust discrimination 
and from the charge of extortionate rates by this 
bridge combination, which charges and discrim- 
inations are made possible by this illegal combi- 
nation, which was formed and exists only by the 
most positive violation of the spirit and the let- 
ter of the Federal statutes. 

And the Attorney-General of the State of Illi- 
nois is requested to proceed as soon as possible to 
invoke every legal remedy at his command to 
reach the great evils found by your committee to 
exist. 

On motion of Seuator Berry the report as 
read was ordered printed. 


This Relates to the Lake-Front. 


Senator Evans introduced a bill in relation 
to a portion of the submerged lands lying on 
and adjacent to the shores of Lake Michigan 
on the eastern frontage of the City of Chi- 
cago. The bill provides that all right, title, 
and interest of the State to the following de- 
scribed lands submerged and lying along the 
eastern frontage of the City of Chicago shall 
be set apurt and dedicated for the benefit of 
that part of the National Guard of the State 
and their successors as may from time to 
time be stationed in Cook County, to be used 
as an armory, and for such other purposes as 
are incidental and proper for such military 
organizations: 

So much of the submerged lands lying on and 
adjacent to the shore of Lake Michigan as is sit- 
uated and bounded as foliows: On the east by a 
line running north and south parallel with Mich- 
igan averue and 1,950 feet east of the west line 
of said Michigan avenue; on the north by the 
south line of Randolph street extended east- 
ward; on the south by aline running east and 
west south of and parallelLwith the south line of 
Randolph street extendetana 800 feet distant 
therefrom; and on the west by the shore of Lake 
Michigan and by the lands now occupied and 
claimed by the Lilinois Central railroad company. 

it provides further that the Governor shall 
appoint three Commissioneyss, to act without 
salary or compensation, whose duty it shall 
be to cause to be filled in such submerged 
lunds in the cheapest and most expeditious 
manner, and to cause it to be raised above 
the level of Lake Michigan, and to whatever 
may be incidental and necessary for the pur- 
pose of filling in such submerged lands. It 
appropriates $50,000 per annum for two 
years, and provides that the suin shall be paid 
over to such Commissioners for the purpose 
of paying for and conducting such improve- 
ments, which sum shall not be paid, however, 
until the City of Chicago, ‘by its governing 
body, shall consent to such dedication and 
usage, and said Commissioners shall make 
report to the next Genera! Assembly as to the 
manner of its spending such money. 

Senator Musset’s biil to provide for the an- 
nual inspection of accounts of county officers 
was passed. 

Senator Littler called up the bill of the 
Public Building and Grounds committee ap- 
propriating $25,000 to acquire certain lands 
adjacent to the Capitol grounds on second 
reading.

It was passed by the House this 
morning and immediately went over to the 
Senate, where it was reterred tothe Senate 
Committee on Munieipalities, after having 
been read a first time.

So soon as the frontage biil was out of the 
way **Farmer’’ Lowenthal ably assisted Mer- 
riam, Kincheloe and others in an effort to 
call up the bill for the uniformity of text- 
books. The matter was made the subject of 
a roll-call on a motion to suspend the ruies; 
seventy-seven members voted in the aflirma- 
tive and sixty in the negative, thus defeating 
the motion. The chances are that the effort 
will be abandoned after a while, as there 
seems no probability ot getting a two-thirds 
vote for the consideration of this measure.

FAVORABLE REPORTS ON LIBEL LAW, 


Amendment Goes to the Senate as Orig- 
inally Introduced, 

Springfield, ill., May 23.—[Special.]—The 
amendment to the libel law offered early in 
the session by Representative Jones of Cook 
was this afternoon by the.

STATE MAKES NO MONEY IN THE 
OONVIOT WORKSHOPS. 


Subcommittee of the Assembly Investigates 
the Penitentiary and Recommends That 
No More Industries Be Added=Looks 
with Disfavor on the Whole System of 
Employing Prisoners in Competition 
with Free Workmen—Finds the Women’s 
Quarters Inadequate. 

Springfield, Iil., May 23.—An interesting 
report was made to the Committee on Appro- 
priations of the Senate today by a subcom- 
mittee appointed to ascertain tne needs of the 
State Penitentiary at Joliet. The report was 
signed by George H. Munroe, W. O. Museett, 
D. Hunt, M. D. Kanan, and David Hunter. 
Senators Mahoney, Salomon, and Craig, of 
the subcommittee, refused to sign it. The 


report in part is as follows: 

In regard to the female prison for which the 
Commissioners ask for appropriation of $100,- 
000, your committee begs leave to state that the 
present quarters where the women are confined 
are inadequate and an utterly unfit place in 
which to confine the large number of, women 
now therein. Atthe time tbe present quarters 
were planned it was arranged to care for about 
twenty inmates, but we find at the pres- 
ent time sixty female convicts confined 
in those quarters, so crowded that it 
seems aimost inhuman to compel such a iarge 
number to remain in sosmalla place. Therg is 
no opportunity for the female convicts to set 
their feet on the ground from the time they go in 
to the time they go out. Your committee fuiled 
to find a building suitable which couid be util- 
ized to advantage and therefore would recom- 
mend that a new ouilding be erected on some 
part of the prison grounds ‘outside the 
prison walis. Material for the building 
and walls could be quarried by the _ con- 
victs on quarry ground belonging to the State, 
of which there is an abundancé of excellent 
quality of building stone. We would therefore 
recommend the suin of $75,000 be appropriated 
for the construction of a building and waiis 
around the same, inclosing a suitabie yard, 
Your committee would also recommend the sum 
of $100,000 as a contingent fund to be drawn 
upon oniy in case of emergency to care for, 
clothe, and feed the convicts for the coming two 
years. 
Convict Labor Not Profitable, 

Your committee do not believe that it is profit- 
able or practicable for the State to engage 1n va- 
rious lines of industry with its convicts and thus 
compete with free labor. We do not believe that 
it is possibile for the State to do a profitable busi- 
ness for the following reasons: ; 

The officials and appointees have been and 
ever wili be appointed iargeiy for political rea- 
sons, and changes of administration will change 
more or less the officials and men employed in 
the State institutions. and it does not seem prob- 
able in this age of extreme competition for so 
many lines of manufacturing and business to be 
carried on under these unfavorabie conditions. 

2. There is great prejudice existing in the 
minds of the people aguinst convict lavor-made 
goods and merciiunts generaliy wi.i not purcuase 
cenvict-made goods from the State unless they 
can do so much under the prevailing market, 
they realizing the fact that were it to become 
public that they were buying prisou-made 
goods their stores and wouid 
be boycotted by a large pumber 
of purchasers. Although javor sliares 
the cost of manufactured product, the shrinkage 
and low price wuich the State is compeiled to 
accept is often less than tne actual cost of the 
raw material. Your committee du not believe 
that it is wise or economical or right for the 
State to conduct a manufacturing business in 
competition with free iabor, and therefore be- 
lieve it far wiser to curtail the present State in- 
dustries rather than add to them. 

‘I'wenty years ago the State entered upon the 
operation of the penitentiary at Joliet on State 
account, but quit after a few years with a loss of 
over $5VUU,V00, Durimg the iast two years we 
State has turned over to the Commissioners of 
the penitentiary at Joliet the sum of $527,492, 
and from tue statement made by the Commis- 
sioners of their assets at the prasent time a ioss 
1s shown of upwards of $134,000. This aiso is 
made on a favorabdie bDusis, allowing ai’ their 
vilis receivabie to ve absvoiutely good and ailow- 
ing cost for all machinery and material pur- 
chased, and taking it for granted that it is 
worth cost price at tne present time. 

As the report of the Commissioners show, a 
large number of. the convicts bave been and are 
stiuli bemg employed either on the con- 
tract or piece iavor plan, thus earning much 
more than their cost of maintenance, so that the 
losses must necessarily have occurred either 
through idleness of convicts or through the run- 
ning of the industries by the State. 


Committee Strikes Ship Canal Out, 
The fullowiny paragruph was stricken out 
by the full comunittee beture it adopted the 
report: 


business 


After carefully looking over the conditions it . 


is the opinion of your committee that it would 
be better for the interests of all the citizens of 
the State of Lliinois to large.y employ convicts 
in the building of a ship canal from Lockport. 
Il.., to tne Mississippi River. The gereater 
part of tho work on _ this canal ilies 
between Lockport and Lake Joliet, a dis 
tance of avout eight miies and the prison 
being situated in the center of the work it would 
not cost to exceed 50 cents per day to ciothe, 
feed. and guard convicts. And your committee 
believes that their work on this enterprise wouid 
eventualiy be worth more than that to the State, 
and by employing them in this manner it wouid 
completely take the lavor of the convicts out of 
competition with free labor and wuouid be doing 
a work which otherwise may not be taken hoid 
of for years to come. 

The subcommittee was instructed to draft a 
bili to proviae for the negds and requirements 
of tue prison as set forth in the report.

WORKING TO SAVE THE ARMORIES, 


Gen. Wheeler and Capt. Moulton Deny the 
Structures Are Not Used for Drilling. 


Efforts were made yesterday by Brigadier- 
General H, A. Wheeler, Col. George M. Moui- 
ton, and Capt. Russell to save Battery D 
and the Lake-Front Second Regiment Ar- 
mory. The Mayor has not yet acted on the 
order for their removal. 

‘‘It is a mistake,’’ said Col. Moulton yes- 
terday, ‘“‘ to say that the Second Regiment 
Armory is not used for military purposes. 
Four nights in each week it is put to such 
use. It is headquarters for the Third Bat- 
talion of the Second Regiment and company 
and battalion drills are held there weekly, 
as is the drill and practice of the band com- 
posed of enlisted men. Troop A cavalry 
drills there also once a week. All the equip- 
ments of the battalion and band are there 
stored. It costs $20,000 a year to run the 
regiment and the State allows only $9,000 
by appropriation. We are obliged to make 
good the deficit by renting the armory for 
entertainments. The books are open for ex- 
amination by any one, and if it be found 
that since I have been Colonel one dollar 
has been misapplied I will give a round sum 
to charity. There is not room for another 
company, let alone a battalion, in the West 
Side armory, and if we are turned out of 
our home and our income is cut off there 
will be nothing left for us but to disband. 
The National Guard of Illinois has shown— 
and that recently—that it is of service to the 
State and I cannot see why such shabby 
treatment is shown it. The nature of the 
entertainments given in the armory have 
been criticised. They were authorized by 
the city authorities. I refer of course tothe 
boxing matches. Whyshould I stand as cen- 
sorswhen the Mayor approves?’’ 

Gen. Wheeler said Battery D drilled every 
week in the building and the men were there 
for instruction or other purposes nearly 
every night. 

‘**No horses are kept in either armory,”’ 
continued the General, *‘ for the simple rea- 
son.that the State does not furnish horses. 
Every time the Light Artillery or Cavalry 
drills it is necessary to hire horses for the 
occasion. The battery has purchased much 
more than the State ever gave it. It would 
be a hard blow at the Guard if the armories 
are razed.”’ 


Objects to the Chosen Route. 

South Chicago, East Side, May 22.—{ Editor of 
The Tribune. }]—In your issue of May 21, page 8, 
appears a statement which is misleading and in- 
correct so faras the property-owners along the 
proposed Calumet and Bine Island right of way 
are concerned, Will you kindly give the people 
who are affected by this infamous ordinance a 
chauce to defend themselves and state the facts? 

1 notice that ail who have been misstating the 
facts attempt to make it appear that D. S. Taylor 
is the only man who has property interests along 
the proposed right of way and the only man who 
is opposing the route the Calumet and Biue Isl- 
and company bas selected. The people whose 
property and homes border on each side of the 

roposed route from Ninety-seventh street to One 

undred and First and thence west for six blocks 
to the shipyard on the east bank of the Calu- 
met River oppose this route without a single ex- 
ception, and while each man does not own as 
much as Mr. Taylor does each owner’s interests 
amount to as much to him as if he were worth a 
million. Itis all we have, and required the 
work of a \ifetime to acquire it. Will the Calu- 
met and Blue Island railway company be wiiling 
to compensate us for the amount they will depre- 
ciate the value of our homes? I refute the state- 
ment that they have seiected a route which 
might inconvenience the fewest number of peo- 
pie and say that they have selected the one that 
will injure the most, and also the statement that 
the proposed route will take a less amount of 
property from D.3S. Taylor than the routes which 
we are willing to help the Calumet and Blue Isl- 
and to secure, 

Will Mr. Gates kindly say whether, if he hada 
home in which he had invested every dollar he 
was worth, and arailway was to come within 
sixteen feet of it, if he wouid not consider him- 
self injured and his property damaged 
and depreciated in value? That is just 
the -position we are in, and is one 
reason why 500 property-owners of the East Side 
are opposing this ordinance. By using the route 
which will bo outiined later there.is not a single 
objection. and they will have to cross only two 
blocks of Mr. Taylor's property, as against six 
blocks along the route they propose. If this is 
their bone of.*contention. does Mr. Gates’ argu- 
meut hold‘good on presentation of these facts? 
The Calumet and Biue Island officials and its 
promoters bave from the beginning evaded the 
real issue as weillas the real objections. They 
have seen fit to malign one man in attempting to 
create the impression that be was the only man 
concerned and opposed. and that che route they 
had selected was the only available route. I am 
empowered to say for 99 percent of the property- 
owners of the East Side that they aretruly thank- 
ful forthe stand Mr. Taylor bas taken in their 
behalf and for himseif. So far in the various in- 
terviews that have been published—by the 
promoters—not once have the property-own- 
ers whose interests and rights are about to be 
voted away been interviewed—people have been 
interviewed and made the mouthpiece of this 
concern, who have been represented as leading 
influential business-men property-owners of 
the East Side who do not own one inch of prop- 
erty on the East Side, and for that matter any- 
where. Let a house to house canvars be made 
along the proposed route andl can assure you 
that every property-owner will vigorously oppose 
this injurious ordinance and the true situation 
become known. 

_There isno desire on the part of this opposi- 
tion toimpede the traffic of the Illinois Steel 
company or to keep the Calumet and Biue Island 
railway company from getting a right of way. In 
the reverse we are ever willing to assist them in 
getting a franchise, but will any of the Lilinois 
Steel company or Calumet and Biue Island offi- 
cials er promoters come out straightforward and 
say why itis. absolutely necessary for them to 
get the route they havo selected to enable them 
to start upall these great works they seem so 
anxious to start when there is another route 
that will do practically no injury 
to the property owners of the East Side, give the 
railway company as facilities, reach the de-

DEFENDS THE INSPECTION OF MEAT. 


Morton’s Department Thinks Consumers 
Are Fairly Well Protected, 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture objects strenuously to 
the intimations thrown out that the inspection 
of meat as at present conducted in nowise 
protects the domestic consumers. The Secre- 
tary, without the definite authority of iaw, in- 
sists that he has accomplished much, especial- 
ly with reference to trichinwin pork. Dr. 
Salmon says much public misapprehension 
exists. Swine are not microscopically exam- 
ined for trichiriasis save such as are intend- 
ed for export to Germany, the only country 
that demands and exacts suchan examination. 
Itis purely a commercial, not a hygienic 
requirement. Other countries rely upon the 
people to see that pork is weil cooked—the 
oniy sure method of avoiding trichiniasis. 
The new amendment to the law giving the 
Agricultural Department authority to dis- 
pose of meat that has been condemned as 
unfit for human food does not take effect 
until July 1. If the Legislatures of the 
States had taken steps to codperate with the 
department by providing for the destruction 
of carcasses condemned by the Federal in- 
spectors, the inspection heretofore would 
have been rendered more effective, 


RULING ON PECULIAR PENSION CASE, 


It Definitely Fixes the Date of the Termi- 
nation of the War. 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—A decision of 
considerable importance has been made by 
Assistant Secretary Reynolds in the pension 
case of John Barleyoung, late of Company E, 
Thirteenth United States Infantry.  Bar- 
leyoung served from April 19, 1866, ° to 
April 19, 1869, and claimed pension on the 
ground that the war did not end until the 
issuance of President Johnson’s procilama- 
tion, Aug. 20. 1866, declaring it at an end. 
The Assistant Secretary holds that the actual 
termination of hostilities was in July, 1865, 
and adds: 


It is not believed that Congress intended to 
pension those whose rendition of service, mili- 
tary or naval, had no connection whatever with 
the belligerent operations of the war, was not 
upon the theater of the conflict, and had noth- 
ing to do with the objects and purposes of the 
war. The following rulings are therefore made: 
The technical legal termination of the war of 
the rebeilion was Aug. 20; 1866; under Sec. 2 of 
the act of June 27, 1890, service must have been 
rendered both during and in some necessary con- 
nection with the war of the rebeilion as 
a part of its , belligerent operations; 
service rendered after Juiy, 1865, will be pre- 
sumed to have not been in said war; service ren- 
dered after April 2, 1866, must be shown to have 
been rendered in some connection with the war 
as existing in the State of Texas; service ren- 
dered within the State of Tennessee after June 
13, 1865. will likewise be presumed not io have 
been ia said war unless shown to have nad some 
necessary connection with the war elsewhere. 

Assistant Secretary Reynoids aiso holds 
that when claims are filed under the different 
laws for the same disability allowance under 
the general law is sufficient notice of rejec- 


tion under the other. 


FRENCH NAVAL ATTACHE IS PIQUED. 


Uncle Sam’s Offer to Exchange Plans for 
Warships Not Well Received, 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—An attaché of 
the French Legation recently applied to Sec- 
retary Herbert for plans and designs of the 
proposed new submarine torpedo boat. This 
officer has frequently been given every’ facili« 
ty for obtaining information. The request of 
the Frenchman was debated for some time 
and he was finaliy told by the Secretary 
that the Navy Department would be 
giad to furnish him all possible 
information concerning the submarine boat 
in exchange for like plans and information of 
similar vessels to be constructed by France. 
Further, this goverament would exchange 
plans of battleships, cruisers, and other ships 
of the United States navy for pians of similar 
ships of the French nav . The offer was not 
accepted, and in conversation afterward the 
French officer showed some pique at what he 
termed ungenerous treatment.

BIG CASES IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Important Suits That May Be Decided Be- 
fore Adjournment Is Taken. 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—There are 
sixty-four’ cases on the Supreme Court 
docket which have been argued and have not 
been decided. The most important of these 
cases are those concerning the validity of 
judgmenta against American citizens ob- 
tained in foreign courts; that of the Consoli- 
dated Electric Light company against the 
McKeesport Electric Light company, involv- 
ing a contest between the Edison ana the 
Sawyer-Mann patents, and the Debs habeas 
corpus cuse. Others of more than ordinary 
interest are those of the United States vs. 
the Union Pacific company, and the Western 
Union Telegraph company, in which 
the question involved is whether the Union 
Pacific had tne right under its charter to 
transfer its telegraph line to the Western 
Union company; the question raised Monday 
in the case of W. H. Parkhouse as to the con- 
stitutionality of the lottery law of the last 
Congress; the South Carolina dispensary law 
case; that of Lem Moon Sing, a Chinaman, 
invoiving the Chinese exclusion act, and’ the 
case of Burr and’ Hardwick. involving the 
date on which the present tariff law went into 
effect. The day of final adjournment falls 
about two weeks later this term than ordina- 
rily, due to the rehearing in the income tax 
cases, 


TRIAL TRIP OF THE NEW POSTAL CAR. 


It Will Make a Run Saturday Over the 
Madison Street Line. 

A trial trip of the new United States street 
railway postal car will be made over the Mad- 
ison street cable line Saturday afternoon. 
The car, which will be under the personal 
supervision of Postmaster Hesing, will leave 
the power-house at Rockwell and West Madi- 
eon streets at 2 p.m.

PRICES REAOH THE HIGHEST POINT 
OF THE RECENT BULGE. 


Rumors of an Extra North Side Dividend 
and Increased Earnings Send North and 
West Side to a High Point—Bulls Rule 
the Local Steck Market—New York Bis- 
cuit Up Five Points—Strawboard and Ele- 
vated in Line with the Strong Market- 
Sales Made Yesterday. 


Cable stocks sold. higher yesterday than 
at any time during the recent bulge. The 
bulls had things their own way from the 
opening of the market until its close, and 
prices were well maintained through the en- 
tire day. North Chicago’ opened at 288, a 
drop from 289, the closing price of Wednes- 
day. There was a strong demand which run 
the price up to 200, and the last sales made 
during the day were at 289. West Chicago 
opened at 126, as compared with 127%, the 
closing price of the previous day. It went 
up to 128%, the high point of the day, de- 
clined from that to 127%, and closed at 128.

The 
earnings of the road are said to have in- 
creased largely of late and the changing of 
horse car lines into electric lines, which is 
now all but completed, will not only in- 
crease the earning capacity, but will de- 
crease the expenses. There is a cash sur- 
plus of about $1,500,000, which represents in 
part the excess earnings during the World’s

cent dividend and still leave one-half of the 
surplus intact.

Sends in a Claim to the Companies 
Holding Policies for the Loss of the 
Lacteal FluideRisks Carried in the L. 


Wolff Company Fire=Wisconsin’s New | 


Law Will Result in Increased Rates=— 
Increase in Grain Insurance. 

A queer claim has been sent to a number 
of the companies having departments in 
Chicago. A fire broke out in a creamery in 
a Wisconsin town near Madison, owned by 
John L. Elverson. The water supply was 
soon exhausted and 2,300 gallons of milk 
stored in the building were used to ex- 
tinguish the fire.’ The companies have re- 
ceived a claim from Mr. Elverson for $64 for 
damage done to building and the loss of 
2,800 gallons of milk. A similar case is re- 
ported from Ste. Victoire in Canada. The 
Rev. Abbe Noyseux and his parishioners ex- 
tinguished a fire in a barn by using milk 
stored in the creamery. A fire in Cleveland 
in February destroyed the dwelling of Will- 
iam Woodford, and by the use of 700 gallons 
of wine stored in a wine cellar he succeeded 
in saving that building. The value of this 
wine was $300, and this has been allowed 
him by the insurance companies, which re- 
cently piad their proportion of the loss. The 
property was insured for one-third its value, 
and the companies therefore paid in the 
neighborhood of $100 for the wine. used. in 
putting out the fire. All sorts of liquors 
have been used for fighting fires In addition 
to water. Recently a fire was extinguished iu 
an ink factory by throwing the cohtents of 
several vats of ink on the burning building. 
In this case, however, no insurance Was Ccar- 
ried and the owner got no pay for the value 
of the stock destroyed.

ARTIOLES WITH THE STERLING 
STAMP YET OONTAIN OOPPER. 


_-Grand Jury in New York Begins a Search. 
ing Investigation of the Violation of the 
Law,and Many Big Firms Which Claim 
to Have Been Duped Are Assisting= 
First Serteus Effort That Has Been 
Made to Stamp Out This Fraud=Gen- 
eral News from New York, 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]—The grand 
jury has begun an investigation into a mat- 
ter presented for its consideration by As- 
‘gistant District-Attorney Battle on evi- 
dence furnished by Newton Dexter. It isin 
regard to the alleged violation in this city of 
the silver stamping law, and the following 
firms were named in the investigation: H. 
c. F. Koch & Co., Bloomingdale Bros., 
Ehrich Bros., Simpson, Crawford & Simp- 
gon, Adams & Co., H. O'Neill & Co., Stern 
Bros., R. H. Macy & Co., James A. Hearn & 
Sons, Hilton, Hughes & Co., and A. F. 
Jammis. 

Unusual care is being taken to ascertain 
upon whom the liability falls, and as far as 
the firms mentioned are concerned it is pre- 
sumed their responsibility is technical, if 
they are liable at all. Mr. Dexter has been 
occupied for several months in collecting 
evidence in the case. The evidence includes 
articles and their duplicates purchased by 
the firms mentioned, which articles are 
marked ‘sterling’ and “coin silver,” and 
were sold as such. Th articles have been 
assayed at the United States Mint and the 
result shows only one article out of thirty- 
two submitted assayed up to the legal stan- 
dard of .0925, only five out of the whole num- 
ber reached .09, and a majority dropped to 
0004, while several were returned as “‘pure 
. brass.” 

This is the first time any serious effort has 
been made to enforce the law against the 
gale of spurious for precious metals in this 
country, and to many the existence of sucha 
law is unknown. The law fixes the silver 
standard at .0925, the .0075 of copper allowed 
being necessary to give requisite hardness. 


- To offer for sale as “ sterling ’’ articles be- 


jow this'standard is a misdemeanor punish- 
able by fine and imprisonment. In England 
a similar law has been in operation since 
1330, and so severe and prompt is the punish- 
ment for the slightest violation of it that itis 
“ten years since a single case has been pre- 
sented. The purchaser of silver in Great 
Britain has an absolute guarantee ofthe 
genuineness of the article if it bears the 
government stanip. 

The same regulation of values protects the 
buyer on the Continent, where all ‘* imita- 
tion ’’’ must be frankly sold as such, or the 
alternatives of confiscation, fine, and ini- 
prisonment confront the vender. Mr. Dex- 
ter, who has instituted this crusade, says 
his only motive is to bring about a reform 
for the protection of the public. 

Some of the merchants say they buy their 
goods from the most reputable manufact- 
urers in the country, and they had ho reason 
to believe they were not as represented. All 

‘court the strictest investigation. It was said 
at one store today that they can give the 
names of 100 manufacturers—some in this 
State, some outside of it—who make a regu-

SHOOTS TO AVENGE HIS SISTER. 


David Hannigan Probably Kills S. H. Mann 
in New York. 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]—Solomon H. 
Mann of No. 176 West Eightieth street, man- 
ager of the Sardeau company, ladies’ tailors, 
in Fifth avenue, was shot through the tem- 
ple this evening by David Hannigan of No. 

32 West Ninety-sixth street, the brother of 
Loretta Hannigan, who died in April last. 
Hannigan fired two shots in rapid succes- 
sion at Mann as he stood in front of the Re- 
naissance Restaurant, at No. 9 West Forty- 
second street. 

The two shots attracted a largecrowd. A 
~liceman ran to the spot where Mann lay. 
Hannigan cried fiercely as the policeman 
held him: “I shot him. I hope he is dead. 
He killed my sister and I hope I have killed 
him.”’ : 

Mann was.removed to the Flower Hos- 
pital in Sixty-third street and East River. 
One of the witnesses said Mann was walk- 
ing with a young lady at the time he was 
shot. Coroner Hoeber, when Loretta Han- 
nigan was on her deathbed, ordered Solo- 
mon Mann ard Dr. Pettingill to be brought 
before the dying girl for identification. For 

. several days the police could not get Mann to 
take him before the girl, and it hourly was 
expected she would die before the identifi- 
eation could take place. Miss Hannigan, 
however, lingered much longer than was ex- 
pected, and ‘finally Mann was brought be- 
fore her. Almost her last words were made 
in identifying him. 

Her brother David, who was present at 
the time, drew a revolver and tried to kill 
Mann, but was prevented by one of the wit- 
nesses to the identification, who was stand- 
ing near by and seized the hand that held the 
revolver. Miss Hannigan was employed in 
- Sardeau tailoring establishment as 

ann’s typewriter. Ever since the death 
of his sister Hannigan has been melancholy 
and brooding on revenge. I[t is thought 
Mann will die before morning. , 

Mann left his store on Fifth avenue to go 
home. A woman was with him. The 
brother of the dead woman was watching. 
He followed the man he meant to kill along 
Fifth avenue to Forty-second street. He 
turned the corner just behind him. Crowds 
were hurrying home—workmen and mer- 
chants. Russell Sage was on his way to his 
residence, ten doors from the scene of the 
shooting. Mann walked slowly along Forty- 
second street towards the elevated railroad. 
He had just thirty yards to walk on this 
earth. 

When the dead giri’s brother turned the 
corner his pace quickened. The pistol was 
hidden, but ready in his hand. He could 
have shot his victim in the back, but he 
wanted to lenk in his face to see his fear 
and see him die. He passed him quickly, 
turned sharply round, faced him, raised his 
revolver, and ‘sent a bullet into Mann’s 
brain above the right eye. 

Mann formerly conducted a large furnish- 
ing goods establishment in Grand street. 
but failed a year or two ago. He was 32 
years old, handsome, and a bachelor.

COUNTRY BANKS HEAD OFF THE DEAL. 


Defeat the Plan to Transfer Responsibility 
for Fraudulent Checks. ‘ 

New York, May 23.—[Special.J]—The at- 
tempt which the Clearing-House Associa- 
tion made at a meeting held about a month 
ago to shift the responsibility for loss from 
fraudulent checks from the bank on which 
the check is drawn to the bank first accept- 
ing it for collection has apparently fallen 
through. This change was taken into con- 
sideration by the Clearing-House committee 
in the form of a proposed amendment to the 
by-laws of the association. The clearing- 
house people wanted the matter kept quiet. 
Country bankers saw at once they were sure 
to be the main sufferers by the adoption of 
such a rule by the New York associated 
banks. There arose a storm of objections 
from the country banks, under which gen- 
eral term all banks outside of New York 
are known, as soon as they learned of the 
plan. They at once brought pressure to bear 
upon the New York banks acting as their 
correspondents to defeat the scheme. 
At today’s clearing-house meeting it was evi- 
dent there was a general disposition among 
the members to gain time, and, in fact, to 
get out of a'bad situation &s gracefully as 
possible. It was finally decided to refer the 
entire matter back to the original commit- 
tee. It is generally believed the ‘country 
banks have defeated the plan. 


MORTON MAY GET NEW YORK’S VOTES. 


An Opinion That the Delegates Will Be In- 
structed for the Governor. 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]—Ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison and Mr. Brookfield, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works here, had a long 
chat today. Commissioner Brookfield frank- 
ly told Gen. Harrison he was in favor of the 
nomination of Levi P. Morton as the Re- 
publican candidate for President next year. 
The Commissioner said the delegates from 
this State would undoubtedly go so instruct- 
ed.

MAY BE ANOTHER “ MAMMOTH CAVE,” 


Contains Water Full of Green, Blind Fishes 
That Swim Backwards. 

New York, May 23.—{Special.]—Starruca, 
a little village on the Erie railway between 
Dep and Susquehanna, is interested in 
the distovery made yesterday of a subter- 
ranean cavern. Some quarrymen in remoy- 
ing a layer of flagstones found the cavern, 
through which ran a stream of water of 
greenish hue containing speckled green fish- 
es. They are without eyes and propel them- 
selves with their tails. They invariably 
swim backward and have a motion not un- 
like that of a fresh water crab. Several 
have been sent to the Pennsylvania Fish 
Commissioners as curiosities.

When the layer had 
removed it was further observed the 
internal walls of the cavern were lined with 
translucent stalactites and stalagmites im- 
perfectly. formed.

UNITED PRESBYTERIANS IN SESSION. 


Seminary Fight Crops Out the First Day 
of the General Assembly. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May-23.—The General As- 
sembly of the United Presbyterian Church 
began its business session this morning in the 
Sixth Church, The Rev. Dr. J. B. MceMicheel 
of Monmouth (Ill.) College was elected Mod- 
erator by acclamation. This is the first time 
in the history of the church that this has been 
done. The Rev. Dr. William J. Reid and the 
Rev. Dr. A. G. Wallace were reélected Clerks. 
A committee was appointed to extend con- 
gratulations to the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly. The rest of the session was taken up 
with hearing the reports of trustees of the as- 
sembly and the Women’s Board. The Mod- 
erator then announced the various commit- 
tees, 

The matter of seminary control, which was 
the most interesting piece of business to come 
up, appeared in a report from the directors 
of the Allegheny seminary, which at once was 
referred to the Committee on Bills and Over- 
tures. It did not favor the overtures becom- 
ing a part of the stated laws in the book of 
church government. The report says: 

In a matter so important as that now before us 
there should be the utmost harmony and co- 
operation on the part of all concerned. No action 
shou!d be taken which would have the appear- 
ance of assuming a power by the~General Assem- 
bly of which the legality might be questioned. 

The report of the contributions to foreign 
missionaries showed $20,794 and a balance 
$10,330, making the entire resources for 
of this work $31,124; for freedmen $11,400 
was contributed and $9,884 paid out; for 
church extension $10.450 was appropriated. 

The Committee on Narrative and State of 
Religion showea thé membership to be 117,- 
154 and 171 young men preparing for the 
ministry. Contributions have been large 
notwithstanding hard times. 

The report of the Committee on Federation 
of Churches expressed the hope that favora- 
ble and final action would be taken on the 
question in hand and before the close of the 
year, 

A communication from the trustees of the 
General Assembly reported that the Detroit 
church case had not ~obeen = carried 
to the Supreme Court, as  erroneous- 
ly reported. This is the instance 
where the First United Presbyterian 
Church of Detroit some years ago changed 
its denominational relation from the United 
Presbyterian to the Presbyterian Church, 
tak‘ng with it the property of the congrega- 
tion, valued at $70,000. 

The Presbyterian General Assembly today 
approved an opinion recommending that the 
Presbytery of New York be instructed and 
enjoined not to receiv e students who are pur- 
suing or who propose to pursue their studies 
in re calcitrant seminaries. Moderator Booth 
sa id New York Presbytery would note the in- 
stru © tions given by its superior authority and 
would obey its orders. The opposition to 
this action was decided, but insufficient to 
affect the vote of the assembly. 

Appropriations were made by the General 
Asseinbly on recommendation of the Church 
Erection committee for the benefit of 155 
churches to the amount of $79,285. 


SOUTH WANTS PEOPLE WITH CAPITAL, 


Railroad Men from There Not in a Philan- 
throphic Home-Seeking Scheme. 

Railway agents and others interested in 
Southern immigration attended a conference 
at the Auditorium Hotel yesterday. The 
meeting was called by the Chicago Home- 
seekers’ Association, of which the Rev. 
Jchn Rusk is the Secretary, which seeks to 
relieve the congested condition of the great 
city by helping families to settle on farms. 
Dr. Rusk delivered the opening address. 
When the railroad men took up the discus- 
sion they opposed any union on a philan- 
thropic basis. With them immigration was 
a matter of business. They were unani- 
mous in declaring that a man without cap- 
ital, or enough to sustain himself until his 
little farm returned a revenue, was better 
off in the city than in the country. 

Cc. L. Stone of the Eastern Illinois railroad 
was made Chairman of the meeting and A. 
H. Ford, editor of the Homeseekers’ Jour- 
nal, Secretary. After Dr. Rusk’s opening 
address C. P. Atmore of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, speaking for the South- 
ern lines, said that immigration was invit- 
ed: that the South was the garden spot of 
the country, but it was useless to attempt 
tc develop it unless capital was furnished. 
J. F. Merrye of the Illinois Central railroad 
told of the efforts of the company he repre- 
sented to develop the South, and asserted 
that it was folly to attempt.to locate men 
without means. W. A. Simmonds of Flor- 
ida and E. E. Posey of Mobile’spoke in the 
sume strain. 

George W. Howard arose and introduced 
himself as ‘“‘ The member of the American 
Railway Union who voted against the 
strike.” He proceeded to speak of the inten- 
tions of the American Industrial Union, 
which were to provide work for its members, 
assist those who could no longer get back on 
the railroads, and to loan them money to be- 
gin life anew. . 

Chairman Stone called Mr. Howard’s at- 
tention to the fact that only suggestions 
as to organizations were in order and re- 
quested him to sit down. 

“For what reason?” excitedly called out 
a man in the rear of the room. 

“ He is not speaking to the question,” re- 
plied the Chairman. 

“TI say he is, and he is telling us some- 
thing we ought to know,’ retorted How- 
ard’s charinpion. 

“J protest against cutting off Mr. How- 
ard,” said Mr. Manson of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, ‘‘and I move that he be permitted to 
speak.”’ 

“tT second that motion,”’ said Mr. Simmonds 
of Florida. ‘“‘I wish to say that I believe 
that Mr. Howard is offering something of 
interest to us.” 

By a unanimous vote Mr. Howard was re- 
quested to proceed. He then outlined his 
plan of work. He said he did not appéal to 
the railroads for passes or cut rates, but to 
seek their help in pointing out favorable 
lands upon which to locate good, intelligent 
American citizens.

SILVER ‘CRAZE DYING OUT. 

Senator Palmer has told Tur TRIBUNE Cor- 
respondent at Washington that he believes 
the silver craze is dying out in LUlinois. He 
shid ‘‘ the edge is off the silver movement in 
our State.” Hehad uo doubt the * boys” 
who are setting up the pins for a convention 
will have one, but “the convention will rep- 
resent nothing and nobody, the only result 
-being to put its promoters in a hole,’’ and 
‘‘the business-men of Illinois are opposed to 
it absolutely.” 

The Senator wisely reads tha, apres in con- 
ditions. He sees that the pendu m is swing- 
ing back and that the people are looking at 
the situation ina more sensible light now 
that times are improving. They see that ever 
since the new year came in there has been a 
gradual change for the better, and it now has 
become so marked that even the dullest can 
perceive it. Hundreds of thovsands of indus- 
trial establishments have been started up 
again from inactivity or revived from slug- 
gishness into something like the display of 
energy that was so rudely broken in upon by 
the panic of 1893. So many discharged 
workers have been called back that the great 
majority of those unemployed ones again 
have work and wages, and some of them are 
obtainimg an increase of pay for their labor. 
In many instances employers have volun- 
tarily increased the wage compensation where 
that was cut severely on account of the panic. 
That process of increase seems likely to oc- 
curin all lines of industry where the condi- 
tions justify it, and where not conceded vol- 
untarily by the employer the workers may 
demand it. So there is an immense improve- 
ment already, and doubtless it will be more 


fallin the prices of these farm products since © 
1873 was much less than’ that in the prices of 
the commodities the farmers have to buy with 
what they receive for their preduce, and the 
reductions in prices have not been uniform, 
either as to particular articles or groups of 
articles. Therefore they cannot be attributed 
to one and the same cause—to the appreciation 
of gold, for instance. 

Cotton and wheat are the commodities 
most frequently referred to by those who 
contend that the fall in prices is due to the 
appreciation of gold, but there is nothing in 
the methods of producing those articles, or in 
transporting or selling them, or in the char- 
acter of the money received for them, which 
would make the “‘appreciation of go'd”’ af- 
fect their prices more than it would affect the 
prices of other commodities produced by our 
people. Both have been seriously affected by 
the enormous increase in their production 
since 1872, Which was the last crop year pre- 
ceding the legislation in regard to silver, The 
production of cotton in 1893-94 was nearly 
three times that of 1872-'73, and the wheat 
crop of 1894 nearly twice as much, while 
there also has been an enormous increase of 
production in competing countries. [And 
the prices of both now are rising}. 

The one thing that has been less affected by 
the changes in the relation between supply 
and demand, by improvements in the methods 
of production and distribution, and by the 
other influences that cause fluctuations in 
prices of commodities generally, is labor; 
and itis by far che most important single 
source of income possessed by our people, 
The cost of labor in the manufacturing and 
mechanical industries for the census year 
1880 was 2,283 million dollars, nearly two 
and a half times the value of all the wheat 
and cotton produced in the country, and if 
we add to this the amounts paid for fara 
labor and for the many other occupations 
which give employment to our people we 
shall have a sum almost if not quite equal ‘to 
the value of ail our agricultural products, 
Wages were nearly 61 per cent: higher in 
1892 than in 1860, which was thirteen years 
before the silver legislation, and more than 8 
per cent higher than in 1873, when that legis- 
lation was adopted. These statements alone 
are a full and complete refutation of the cun- 
tention made by “Coin”? in regard to the 
relative cost of labor and its products as an 
alleged reason for debasing the currency 
unit, and Mr, Carlisle is entitled to the credit 
of having stated the case so plainly and con- 
clusively. | 


CARLISLE ON SOUND MONEY. 

The address by the Hon. John G. Carlisle, 
Secretary of the Treasury, to the Southern 
Sound Money convention at Memphis is given 
on another page. It was an admirable ex- 
posé of the folly of the free silver craze and 
the necessity of maintafning intact the cur- 
rency unit. Mr, Carlisle said that the pro- 
posed revolution in our monetary system 
would destroy the credit of the government 
and the people at home and abroad, violate 
the obligations of all contracts, unsettle all 


corte ‘of the great corporations. The 
working classes, ag a rule, owe very little at 
any one time, while their employers always 
are indebted fo them, because wages are not 
paid in advance, and, besides, about twenty- 
one millions of the people are creditors of the 
banks, insurance companies, and mutual ben- 
efit and loan associations. It would bea 
grievous wrong to them to deprive them of 
the right to receive just as good money as 
they paid in, and the hard earnings of the 
poor ought not to be sacrificed to the avarice 
of the wealthy mine owners or the ambition 
of aspiring politicians. 

Mr, Carlisle insisted that we have an abund- 
dance of money in this country for all the pur- 
poses of trade, and that the money panic of 
two years ago was not caused by scarcity of 
currency, but by a contraction of credit re- 
sulting from a loss of confidence in the sta- 
bility and value of our currency, He said the 
United States should go out of the banking 
business, and in the mean time its highest 
duty is to preserve the present standard of 
value, maintain the parity of the two metals, 
and keep all the money in circulation among 
the people so that no discrimination will or 
can be made between those who receive sil- 
ver or paper and those who receive gold, A 
great government should do nothing to dis- 
credit its own obligations or diminish the 
value of the money in the hands of its citi- 
zens, nor should the people of a_ great 
country ever consent to the adoption of such 
.@ policy as is advocated by the free silverites. 


A BILL TO MAKE COOLEY A BOSS, 

A bill introduced last month by Senator 
Bogardus, entitled “* An Act to Promote the 
Construction of Waterways,’ bears on its 
face abundant evidence that it was the pro- 
duction of the office-hunter and marplot 
Cooley, whose term of office as Drainage 
Trustee expires this Winter and who cannot 
hope for reélection. His fantastic, extrava- 
gant policy is not that of the other members of 
the board, They residing and being taxpay- 
era in the drainage district, while he is not, 
will not throw the taxpayers’ money out of 
the windows as he wants to, Not satisfied 
with opposing his colleagues in the votes and 
discussions in board meetings, he ‘worked 
against them at Springfield when they were 
seeking to secure necessary legislation. He 
struck hands with the valley people and 
worked for their senseless and unconstitu- 
tional amendments. He knows he will be out 
of his Chicago job by December. 

The bill he has drafted, and the passage of 
which he hopes to secure, sets out by deciar- 
ing that it is ** the policy of the State of Illi. 
nois to procure as soon as practicable the 
construction of a trunk waterway through the 
Stafe from Lake Michfgan via the Desplaines 
and Illinois Rivers to the Mississippi.” 

In order to carry out this policy the Gover- 
nor is authorized to appoint a Commissioner 
of Waterways who must be a civil engineer. 
Here is where Cooley comes in. He expects 
to be that Commissioner. It is proposed: to 
ray bim $6,000 a year, and to appropriate 
$25,000, part to goforsalary and the rest to 


| ions, and the Council could and would collect 
$9,880,000 in taxes. The amount of taxes 
of counties, towns, parks, etc., would be 
doubled, It would be possible also in many 
cases to increase the amount of bonded in- 
debtedness. 

The people of Chicago are not thirsting fo 
such a wholesale addition to their taxes. They 
are not prepared to pay double what they 
paid this year. They know that the different 
taxing agencies will assess, collect, and spend 
all the taxes they can, no matter how hard-up 
the taxpayers may be. The iatter would not 
object to this bill atall if the doubling of 
valuations was accompanied by a halving of 
the rates of taxation. As the tax-eaters would 
not consent to this the taxpayers do not want 
their bill arld hope the, Senate, more careful 
of their interests than the House, will reject 
it. The Real Estate Board, all of whose good 
ideas have been eliminated, hopes so. 


SQUELCH THE RACE-TRACK GAMBLERS. 

I(is currently reported at Springfield that 
the House committee having it in charge will 
favorably report the infamous Humphrey 
race-track gamoling bili allowing pool-selling 
ninety days each year and that there is immi- 
nent danger of its gettmg through. No such 
vicious, dangerous, and demoralizing legisla- 
tion as this has been attempted in the Legis- 
lature for many a long year. It is a bill 
drawn extressly in the interests of the race- 
track gambiers, It isan outrage upon every 
city, town, and village in the State, a menace 
to the public morals, a contemptuous defi- 
ance of the sentiment of every self-respecting 
person in this State. The Humphrey bill has 
been devised to enable a gang of gamblers 
and bookmakers to fleece greenhorns and 
swindle the unwary without danger of legal 
interference. If this bill is passed there 
will be no protection for the multitude of 
young men who wil! throng to these alleged 
races, The evil goes further than this even, 
for the silly gulls whe place their money on 
the races and lose itin more than one case 
will attempt to resoup themselves at the ex- 
pense of their employers. The Humphrey 
bill, if it were properly entitled, would read 
‘‘a bill for the encouragement of gambling, 
stealing, and swindling.”’ 

The infamous purpose of this bill is so well 
known that ic is unnecessary further to speci- 
fy it. The men who are behind it with their 
influence and their money are seeking to im- 
pose upon the people the most vicious anf 
demoralizing ot all known formsof gam- 
bling. The policy shops, poker-rooms, and 
gambling houses of the city are respectable 
in comparison with the race track swindle. 
No such bill as thigcan be pussed upon ‘its 
merits. It has no merits, It is fraudulent in 
its purpose and a barefaced swindle in ita 
operation. If it passes the Illinois Legisla- 
ture the men who vote for it will place them- 
selves on record as having done so, either be- 
cause they are so vicious as to sympathize 
with a measure which is not alone a public 
nuisance but a public curse, or because they 
are so dishonest as to vote under the influence 
of the money of the gamblers who are urging 


| which gold had been demanded,'‘all securities 
being shunned the coupon of which does not 
call for gold.”

So, after awhile the people wili laugh at the 
crazy quilt scheme of substituting a 50-cent 
silver dollar unit of currency ‘Yalue for the 
commercial money of the world, and be quite 
content to allow what silver we have to circu- 
late at par with gold money, as it does now. 
The number of those who think they want 
cheap money, “ bad”’ to the extent of half its 
nominal value and good for the rest, will de- 
crease just as fast as the toilers get back to 
satisfactory work and wages and the employ- 
ing mercantile classes return to an era of 
good sales and fair profits. The free silver 
delusion will melt away as the frosts of winter 
vanish before the génial warmth of the spring- 
time, and the rank and file of those who en- 
tertained it will smile at tiw idea of having 
favored it fora moment.

CHANGES IN PRICES ‘AND WAGES, 

Secretary Carlisle’s speech to the Sound 
Money convention at Memphis contained a 
most important statement in regara to the 
course of prices and wages of labor ic the 
United States during more than half a cent- 
ury. Mr. Carlisle was a member of the Sen- 
ate subcommittee which investigated this sub. 
ject, and therefore speaks with authority as 
to its conclusions, He said the committee 
selected 232 articles in common use, which 
it was agreed constituted the great bulk of 
the consumption and expenditures of the peo- 
ple, and separated these into eight classes or 
groups. It was found that for 1892 the 
prices of articles used ior food, taking them 
all together, had fallen less than 10 per cent 
since 1873, while the prices of clothes and 
clothing had failen 32 per cent, fuél and light 
nearly 24 per cent, metals and implements 
30 per cent, lumber and building materials 
nearly 20 per cent, drags and chemicals 31 
\ bee cent, house furnishing goods 27 per cent, 
and miscelianeous articles 10 per cent. 

At the time the investigation was made, in 
1892-'93, articles of food stood nearly 4 per 
cent higher than in 1860, clothes and ciothing 
19 per cent lower, fue! aud lighting 9 per 
cent lower, metais and implements 25 per 
cent lower, lumber and house-building ma- 
terials 22 per cent higher, house-furnishing 
woods 30 per cent lower, and miscellaneous 5 
per cent lower. The results of the investiga- 
tion establish three facts which have an im- 
portant bearing on the contention of the free 
silverites. The prices of articles of food 
which are the product of farms, gardens, 
orchards, and dairies cf the country were 4 
per cent higher than in 1860, long before the 
silver legislation which is compiained of. The 


and higher wages: to the toilers and more 


whele mass of circulation left for the use of 
the people would be reduced to about one. 
half the purchasing power it has now, so that 
it would require double the amount of cur- 
rency that at present is required to perform 
the same service in the exchange of commod.- 
ities. But its results would be more far-reach- 
ing and disastrous than the mere reduetion of 
the standard of. value, because credit, which 
constitutes the most important factor in our 
financial and commercial transactions, would 
be substantially destroyed for a long time by 
the confusion and uncertainty necessarily 
following such a violent change in our mon- 
etary, system, 

The speaker said the attempt to coin the 
two metals without limit as to amount into 
full legal tender money and keep both in cir. 
culation at the same time has been made by 
nearly every civilized nation in the world, 
and has failed in every one of them. He 
cited the examples of Engiand, France, and 
the other membrrs of the Latin Union, and 
of our own country, to prove this, and 
quoted authorities to show that the fact has 
beea fully recognized. That with the change 
demanded by the free silver extremists we 
should abandon our present practical bi- 
metallism and have only. silver mono- 
metallism, is neither speculation nor proph- 
ecy, but a conclusion based on facts estab- 
lished by the experience of all nations in all 
ages. 

Mr. Carlisle dwelt at some length on the 
price changes of the last quarter of a century. 
He said it is true that the prices of many 
things have fallen, but it also is true that the 
prices of many things had fallen long before 
that date, and it is not true that the’fall since 
1873 is due to the appreciation of gold alone. 
He alluded to the invention and use of labor- 
saving appliances in production and transpor- 
tation, and to the utilization of by-products, 
reduced charges for the use of ‘ capital, etc., 
and then took up the results arrived at by the 
subcommittee of the Senate of the United 
States, of which he was a member, that 
investigated the course of prices and waves, 
Taking the year of 1860 as the stand- 
ard, the prices of articles of food which 
are the product of the farms, gardens 
orchards, and dairies of the country were 4 
per cent higher in 1892, the fall *in the prices 
of those articles since 1873 was much less 
than that in the prices of the commodities 
he farmers have to buy, and the reduction in 
prices have not been uniform, hence they ecan- 
not be attribated tu the “appreciation of 
gold.”’ ‘The average wages of labor in 1892 
were nearly 6ljper cent higher than in 1860 
and’ more than 8 per cent higher than in 
1873, and labor is the most important single 
source of income possessed by our people, a 
much larger amount being expended every 
year in the payment of wages than for any 
other one purpose. For the year 1889 the 
cost of labor in the manufacturing and 
mechanical industries alone was nearly two 
and a half times the vaiue of all the wheat 
and cotton produced in this couatry. 

Nor is it true that legislation in regard to 
silver has produced a scarcity of redemption 
or metallic money in the world. The mint 
reports show that there now is more gold and 
silver in the aggregate and more of each of 
them in use as full legal tender money than 
there ever was ut any other time, and in the 
gold standard countries the stocks of’ money 
are much larger per capita than in the silver 
standard countries, Neither do the commer- 
cial nations require the same proportion of 
metallic money in the transaction of busi- 
ness they formerly did. To assert that the 
people, are in debt is simply to say that they 
have traded with each other on credit; 
that some people, relying on the 
integrity and financial standing of others, 
huve lent them money on time and 
sold property to them without demanding im- 
mediate payment in cash, and thus have en- 
abled many to carry on a useful business and 
live in comfortable homes who otherwise 
could not have done so. If our people.are in 
debt they owe cach other, and, consequently, 
as many would be injured as apparently. ben- 
efited by scaling the obligations down to 
the silver standard. The indebtedness of the 
‘poorer classes ee quite smail in comparison

Any existing authority in regard to the filling 
in of the submerged lands on the Lake-Front of 
the City of Chicago or in regard to the disposi- 
tion of any lands, rights, and titles vested in the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal or in the sanitary 
district of Chicago, or in regard to the disposi- 
tion of any spoil banks adjacent to the sanitary 
and ship canal of Chicago, or the material exca- 
vated therefrom, and any authority pertaining 
to any public, corporate, or other body organ- 
ized under the laws of this State in regard to any 
matter which may prejudice the carrying out of 
a proper waterway projectis hereby suspended 
and held in abeyance. 

If this precious bill were passed and Cooley 
made the Commissioner, as he expects to be, 
hé wou!ld become the boss of the Lake-Front. 
He, being made the one to decide what is ‘‘a 
proper waterway project,’ could say to the 
city authorities, ‘“‘You shall not improve 
your Lake-Front because it does not suit my 
ideas.”’ Ifthe authorities and the Drainage 
Trustees were to enter intoan agreement to 
use the material excavated from the channel 
to fill the submerged landsto make a park 
Cooley could veto it. 

This bill would make him the absolute 
master of the Drainage Board. For he could 
“suspend and hold in abeyance” “any au- 
thority pertaining to any public body ’’--that 
is, the Drainage Board—‘‘in regard to any 
matter which may prejudice the. carrying 
out’”’ of what Cooley may think is ‘‘a proper 
waterway project.”’ If the trustees go to 
work to build other than swing bridges across 
the channel Cooley will say, ‘Stop that, for 
you are interfering with my waterway proj- 
ect.” 

The object of this bill is to make Cooley, 
who is to be turned out of the Drainage 
Board this winter, its dictator fortwo years, 
For the same length of time he will be em- 
powered to take possession of the Lake-Front 
and say that the citizens of Chicago shall not 
be allowed to improve their own property. 
This is too much, It would be far too much 
even though such sweeping powers were con- 
ferred on a citizen of Chicago and a resident 
of the drainage district, instead of on a 
non-taxpaying outsider. j 

The Chicago Senators and Representatives 
must not allow this bill to pass and strip 
their constituents of their rights. This city 
has had enough of Cooley. The whole bill 
ought to be beaten, for it is simply a job to 
saddle him and his rain gauges on the tax- 
payers for two years, but the last part of the 
bill is peculiarly outra eous and infamous, 
and cannot be submitted to. 

AN ORJECTIONABLE REVENUE BILL. 

The House passed yesterday by a heavy 
vote and sent to the Senate a revenue bill the 
chief feature of which is that property is to 
be assessed for purposes of taxation at one- 
fourth of its fair cash value. As to those pro- 
visions of the bill which were designed to give 
the assessors more time in which to do their 
work, thus enabling them to make more ac- 
curate valuations, there will be inequalities 
on the new basis as there have been on the 
old one, An effort was made by the Keal 
Estate Board to secure a measure which 
would give the Chicago assessors time to turn 
around inand to do their work well. The 

country members would not have it, 

But while the bill. changes the basis of as- 
sessment it does not alter the rates of taxa- 
tion, On the average Chicago property has 
been assessed at one-eighth of its fair cash 
value—some a little more and some a little 
less. Therefore if an assessment is made 
fairly and fully on the one-quarter basis, the 
amount of money which can and will be 
raised by general taxation will be about 
doubled. The present one-eighth valuation 
of the property of Chicago is 247 millions. 
On that the Council can levy and collect 2 
per cent, or $4,940,000. If this bill were to

Legislature between now and Monday next 
should bring every influence to bear upon 
them which will dissuade them from taking 
any part in this infamous business.

AN EXCELLENT NON-PARTISAN BILL. 

The House has just passed by a vote of 110 
to 8 an admirable bill, the merits of which | 
have been described by this paper on several 
occasions. It takes out of the hands of par- 
tisan State officersand partisan couaty offi- 
cers the power to decide between candidates 
claiming to be the regular party nominees—a 
power abused so grossly last fall—and leaves 
the question to be settled by the Central com- 
mittees of the parties to which the candidates 
belong. 

It is possibile that if there isa dispute as to 
who is the regular party nominee fora State 
office, Congress, the Legislature, a judgeship, 
or a county office, the controversy shail 
be passed on by the State Central committee 
of the party concerned, and its decision is 
final. In the caseof township or city officers 
disputes shall be settled by the County Cen- 
tral committee. Questions arising in the case 
of candidates claiming to be nominated inde- 
pendent of any regular politica! organization 
are to be considered by the nearest Circuit 
Judge. 

This change in the law will put it out of the 
power of Democratic officers to decide 
who shall be the “regular” candidate of the 
Republicans for a legislative or some other 
office. Of coursethe temptation is to give 
the preference to the weakest man who can 
be beaten most easily. This change will put 
it out of the power of Republican officers next 
year, if they felt eo inclined, to saddle candi- 
dates on their adversaries. The State Central 
committees of both political parties saw the 
wrongfuiness and dangers of the present law 
and agreed on this bill, for which Republic- 
ans and Democrats voted with great unanim- 
ity Wednesday. 

This measure algo contains another most 
necessary provision, Itgis that constitutional 
amendments and other propositions on which 
the people have to vote “yes” or “no” 
shall be printed on a separate ballot. Under 
the present system am amendment or other 
proposition is printed in an obscure corner 
of the blanket ballot, where few find it. Asa 
consequence no amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, though it be a most desirable one, ever 
can be ratified. Print it on a separate ballot 
and nearly every yoter will makean “ X ”’ 
mark one way or the other. 

The General Assembly will adjourn sine 
fie three weeks from today. But owing to 
holidays and the free silver convention only a 
dozen working daysremain. This important 
bill must not be among the many measures 
which will remain gnacted on. The Senate 
must not fail to expedite it and see that it 
gets to the Governor.

DEATH OF JOSE MARTIIS CONFIRMED. 


Regarded at Washington as the Most Im- 
portant Event of the War. 
Washington, D. C., May 23.—Official con- 
firmation has been received here of the death 
of Gen. José Marti, the Cuban leader, ina 
battle with the government troops. Mar- 
ti’s death is regarded as the most important 
event since Gen. Campos began his cam- 
paign. The other Cuban leaders—Gomez, 
Maceo, and Borrero—were known only by 
name in this country, but Marti was pe 
sonally-known throughout the United States, 
as he lohg served as President of the Cuban 
party in this country. He passed much of 
his time in Washington, his last service here 
being as a delegate to the Pan-American 


Monetary Conference. The papers found on 1 


Marti are expected to result in important 
;devyelopments, as he was in personal cor- 
respondence with those sympathizers in the 
United States who havé thus far eluded de- 
tection. 

Madrjd, May 23.—Spanish newspapers at- 


~tach great importance to the fact that the 


insurgent leader, José Marti, is dead, and 
that Several other leaders of the Cuban 
insurgents were also‘ killed in the recent 
engagement with the Spanish forces. 

Havana, May 23.—José Marti was shot by 
a Cuban guide named Antonio Olivia, who 
was with the government troops. Marti at 
the noment was addressing his followers, re- 
volver in hand. He was hit by two bullets, 
the first wounding him in the chest, the sec- 
ond in the neck. 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]—The Cuban 
revolutionary leaders her are preparing for 
the departure of thé proclaimed President 
of the Republic of Cuba, Sefior Tomas Estra- 
da Palma. Others @hosen to fill offices of 
the proclaimed republic will acompany him 
to Cuba. Their departure will be secret. 
Gen. Rafael de Quesada has gone to Gal- 
veston, accompanied “by his aids. Many 
believe he has gone there preparatory to 
leading an expedition to Cuba. Neither 
Benjamin J. Guerra nor Henriques Trujillo, 
nor Gonzol de Quesada place any credence 
in the report that José Marti is dead. 


' GREAT ARRAY OF MONSTER WARSHIPS 


Magnificent Naval Display to Be Made by 
the Powers at Kiel. 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—The naval 
demonstration at Kiel on the oecasion of the 
opening of the Baltic Canal, according to the 
present program, promises to ‘eclipse any- 
thing of a like nature ever witnessed in 
Europe. A table prepared by the naval in- 
telligence office shows that in addition to 
numerous Ships of Germany there will par- 
Uicipate in the naval parade no fewer than 
forty-five warships from foreign countries, 
representing every type from the statelv 
battleship to the little gunboat and torpedo 
eruiser. Great Britain easily takes the lead 
in tonnage, although Italy will send one 
more #hip, the British fleet numbering eight 
ships, while the Italians have nine. The 
British also have the largest vessels. They 
are armed with 13%-inch guns, but two of the 
Italian ships exceed this battery, the Lauria 
and Doria carrying the largest guns afloat, 
of a caliber of seventeen inches. 

Next to Italy and third in the list in ton- 
nage comes the United States, with the 
armored cruisers New York and the cruisers 
Minneapolis, Columbia, and Marblehead. 
aggregating 25,039 tons. If Great Britain 
and Italy can boast the largest and the most 
powerful ships the United States can easily 
claim the championship in point of speed, 
for no foreign ship comes near the peerless 
Minneapolis, with its record of 23.073 knots. 
Even the fleetest torpedo vessel at the show, 
the Italian Aretusa, scores but 20.7 knots at 
its best.

Could Not Permit Alarms to Disturb the 
Dowager Empress’ Serenity. 

Tien Tsin, May 23.—An imperial procla- 
mation has been issued announcing the rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace between China 
and Japan. It is declared the government 
deeply pondered the advice which has been 
offered to it to continue the war rather than 
surrender, but the crisis demanded a decision, 
as no victory has been obtained on sea or 
land, owing to the incompetence of the lead- 
ers, who had only been able to recruit the 
rabble. The enemy, the proclamation says, 
were menacing Pekin. The country was now 
in a terrible condition. The proclamation 
continues: 

“Could we permit alarms to disturb the 
dwelling of her sacred Majesty? Heaven had 
not withheld its augury. The sea overflowed 
the coast and the camps were submerged.”’ 

Yokohama, May 23.—Dispatches from 
Seoul give further details of the trouble in 
Corea. It is said evideuce has been discov- 
ered showing that Bokuyeika, who was re- 
cently appointed Acting Prime Minister, has 
formed an alliance with the Russian Minister 
at Seoul. Count Inouye, the Japanese Min- 
ister to Corea, has returned to Japan. 

St. Petersburg, May 23.—It 1s said the Rus- 
sian Government has declined to agree to the 
military occupation of Corea by the Japanese 
forces and demands the government at-Tokio

budget showed a reduction of 80,000,000

duced to 69,000,000 lire ($13.800.000) in 
1894.

MARQUIS KEEPS HIS EYE ON WILDE, 


Queensberry’s Interest Makes the Dis- 
graced Esthete Feel Uncomfortable. 
London, May 23.—The Old Bailey Court 
was again crowded today when the trial of 
Oscar Wilde was resumed. Wilde entered the 
court room looking haggard and stood for 
some time at the. foot of the jury box con. 
versing with the Rev. Stewart Headlam, one 
of his bondsmen. They were joined iater on 
py Lord Dougius of Hawick, whose eye is 
still discolored asa result of his encounter 
with his father, the Marquis of Queensberry. 
The Marquis was also in court, looking jauuty 
and confident. He watched Wilde closely 
and paid great attention to the evidence, 
Wilde, it was noticed, carefully avoided the 

gaze of the Marquis. 

Wilde, Lord Douglas of Hawick, and the 
Rev. Stewart Headlam remaired in earnest 
conversation until the Judge took his seat. 
They listened attentively to all the testimony 
furnished, evidently weighing every word 
uttered as studiousiy as counsel on both sides. 
The earnest conversation of the trio was an 
incident which attracted much attention and 
was considerably commented upon. The 
evidence furnished at the previous trial was 
repeated in detail, no new points of any im- 
portance being made. After Sir Edward 
Clarke, couneel for Wildg, reviewed in full 
the evidenee furnished b#his client when the 
latter was examined upon the occasion of the 
trial of the Marquis of Queensberry on the 
charge of libel, he addressed the jury. At the 
conclusion of the day’s proceedings the trial 
was adjourned until tomorrow.

London, May 23.—According to reports 
from Athens of the recent earthquakes it ap- 
pears their most disastrous effect was felt in 
the southwest portion of Epirus.

NO BIG FRAUDS HAVE BEEN DISCOVERED 


Mr. Kochersperger Explodes a Sensation 
Touching Personal Property Taxes. 

Allegations of great frauds discovered by 
County Treasurer Kochersperger in the col- 
lection of personal property taxes have no 
such foundation, says the Treasurer, as has 
been made to appear in certain publications. 
He said yesterday that while many queer 
things seem to have been done by town of- 
ficers in making assessments and collections 
there was no truth in the story that he had 
devised a system to save the county $100,000 
or any other stated sum. “And I never 
said,’’ he continued, “‘that anything of the 
kind could be or would be done, for I don’t 
know. The delinquent,list is all we have to 
deal with here. lam giving that my person- 
al attention. In looking over the books we 
have run across some things that did not 
look just right. For instance, many persons 
are taxed on personal property who should 
not have been taxed because of the small- 
ness of their holdings. The inference to be 
drawn is that some sort of scheme must have 
been adopted by the Assessors as a means of 
evening up for favors received in exchange 
for favoritisms granted. A case I remember 
was that of a man whose entire possessions, 
if offered for sale, would not bring $30,” 

Mr. Kochersperger also observed that 
something appeared to be radically wrong 
with the work of Town Collectors, otherwise 
the names of scores of taxpayers found on 
the delinquent lists would not be there. He 
found the names of business-men who would 
have paid the Collector had that official ever 
called at their places of business and asked 
them for it. The tax bill of one man on the 
list amounted to $1,400 and of another to 
$1,200, but these were exceptional cases. 
Both are prompt in their payments. The av- 
erage amount due from delinquents is $20. 
Whether the total sum to be collected this 
year by the County Treasurer is ter or 
less than heretofore is something Mr. Koch-

CHARLES MEARS PASSES AWAY.

Death of an Early Pioneer of Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Illinois. 

Charles Mears, an old and respected citizen 
and wealthy lumber merchant, 4 had re- 
sided in Chicago for aimost fifty years, died 
yesterday at his house, No, 345 Ohio street, 

[Charles Mears first came to Chicago in 1838 
and has resided here since 1847. With shis 
brother. Nathan Mears, he established the firm 
of C. Mears .& Co., and the brothers amassed a 
fortune. Few men have been more closely iden- 
tified with the progress of the city, Mm Mears 
was born in Biilerica, Mass., March 16, 1814. 
In 1836 he came West and first located at Paw 
Paw. Mich., where he started a trading post and 
sold goods and bought furs, dealing with the In- 
dians a@hd a few white settlers. In 1838 Mr. 
Mears brought a cargo of 20,000 
feet of lumber to Chicago, landing it 
on a half dock at the present site of the Clark 
street bridge. The dock seemed to belong to 
nobody in particular, and he used it with- 
out let or hindrance for several subse- 
quent cargoes. He built a sawmill at 

‘hite Lake, Mich.. in 1889, and removed to Mil- 
waukee. He left that city in 1847 and came to 
Chicago.. Mr. Mears was married in 1874 to 
Miss Carrie A. Middleton. She died in June last 
year. Two daughters survive them. He also 
leaves two brothers and a sister. }

After denying that she ever threatened to 
remove the remains to Oxford without her 
sister's consent, and after giving briefly her 
father’s early history connecting him with 
Oxford, Mrs. Ricker says her father has 

ted Oxford and its cemetery nearly every 
year since 1883, having visited it last in May, 
1894, and that he desired to visit it again in 
August, but his health would not permit, 
and that this love for Oxford had covered a 
‘period of over forty-six years. She says in 
1878 her mother died at her home in Oxford, 
O.,-and that her remains were placed ina 
vault in the Oxford cemetery that careful 
thought might be given in the selection of a 
place for final interment. 

Mrs. Ricker says the Oxford cemetery is 
beautifully located. Oxford is one of the 
orincipal centers of learning.in the West, 

ing the séat of Miami University, the 
Western Female Seminary, and the Oxford 
Female College; that her father favored 

Oxford and was particularly anxious to 
purchase a certain piece of ground in the 
cemetery on a high elevation overlooking a 
beautiful valley. This ground was not in- 
tended originally to be used for burial pur- 
poses; but was included in the general land- 
scape gardening plan of the cemetery, being 
surrounded by drives and planted with trees. 
After long-continued negotiations the 
trustees of the cemetery finally consented 
to the sale of the lot to her father and her 


husband; that one year was passed in the 


study of deSigns by her father and her hus- 
band for a suitable monument to be erected 
by them; that a monument of her father’s 
own designing was decided upon, and that 
it is a large, dignified, beautiful, and costly 
monument of specially selected granite.

Why Davidson’s Damage Suit Comes toa 


Sudden Discontinuance. 
A sensational episode in Judge Seaman’s

‘We know a boycott is illegal, generally 
speaking,” he said, *“ but we have decided 
to take chances in view of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances which have brought about the 
present condition. It is manifestly unjust 
to make the majority suffer for the fault of 
a small minority. If the bricklayers refuse 
to handle brick made by the non-union 
firms contractors will stop buying of them 
and they will be forced to come to terms, 
We will try to conduct the controversy in 
such a manner as to be free from prosecu- 
tion on legal technicalities. We are advised 
that such action is possible. The union 
yards probably will resume operation next 
week. The non-union yards will not.”

Teamsters were 
allowed to load brick on wagons from caf# 
loaded before the strike was declared, but 
no more cars were loaded. 


CITY EMPLOYES GET THEIR MONEY. 


Practically All Those Who Were Held Up 
Now Have Their Pay. 

Practically all of the men whose names 
were on the pay-rolls held up by Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Kent have been 
paid, if they are entitled to their money. 
City Treasurer Wolf paid several hundred 
men yesterday, and the meti Whose names 
were on the pay-rolls left out Wednesday by 
mistake were paid at the Controller’s office 
out of the money which, Mr. Wetherell drew 
from his personal bank account. 

The most of the friction between the Treas- 
urer’s and the Controller's offices disap- 
peared yesterday. Treasurer Wolf said the 
Controller had not demanded any reim- 
bursement from him for the $36,000 he drew 
from the bank. It has been discovered that 
there are thirty or forty men who demand 
pay whose names are not found on any roll. 
Commissioner Kent will make a personal in- 
vestigation into each case, and if the men 
have performéd the labor they will get their 
pay. It seems to have been the fault of the 
foremen and timekeepers that these names 
have been omitted. 

The results of Commissioner Kent's inves- 
tigations of pay-roll frauds will be submit- 
ted tothe Mayorinadayortwo. The Mayor 
and Mr. Kent will confer about the feasibil- 
ity of beginning prosecutions, and, if it is 
decided to do so, the matter will be turned 
over to City Attoreny West. 


NORTH SIDE “L” SETTLES BY PURCHASE 


Big Strip of Right of Way No Longer Sub- 
ject to Litigation. 

The condemnation suit of the Northwest- 
ern Elevated railroad company against va- 
rious persons owning property along the 
right of way of the company between Buena 
Park and Belmont avenue came to a sud- 
den end in Judge Goggin’s court yesterday. 
A jury had just been secured to try the case 
when ex-Judge E. H. Gary, the general coun- 
sel of the company, in open court said the 
case had been settled by the voluntary pur- 
chase of that part of the property involved 
in the trial. He also’said the company had 
bought all the property between Buena 
Fark and Belmont avenue and no tfial will 
be necessary as to any part of the mile of 
territory between these two points.

Deadly Use of Carbolic Acid Increasing. 

Ole Holm, No, 274 Twenty-fourth street, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday by swallowing carbolic 
acid. He was despondent over business affairs. 
The books inthe Coruner’s office show that in 
1889 eight people committed suicide by swaliow- 
ing carbolic acid. In 1890. five adopted this 
method; 1891, there were twelve; 1892, ten; 
1893, fifteen; 1894, thirty-four. Up to date of 
the present year twenty-five persons have com- 
mitted suicide by taking czrbolic acid. The only 
reason that can be assigned by the Coroner for its 
increasing use is that it is an easy matter to pro- 
cure the drug. 


New Street Car Rule Recommended. 


Deputy Coroner Coffey held an inquest yester- 
day upon the remains of Jacob Curran, 3 years 
gold, son of Deputy United States Marshai Hugh 
Curran of No, 459 Hastings street, who was run 
over and killed by a street cur at Robey and 
Hastings streets May 18.

sionals Mostly Lookers-On—Talk of 
Combinations to Keep Up Prices Is 
Silly=Curb Brokers Calming Down. 


All the promises of a wild opening in wheat 
were more than fulfilled yesterday. It was 
simply a continuation of the bull market of 
the last few days, with certain features em- 
vhasized, There is apparently no let up to 
the volume of buying by the public, which 
more than meets the selling by people who 
have eight or 10 cents to their credit, or by 
the scalpers, who still feel for thetop. The 
opening was anywhere from 80 to 81 cents 
for July wheat, with sales in parts of the pit 
ashighas 81% cents. This was, ag com- 
pared with an official close Wednesday at 
774 cents. 

One of the absorbing topics of interest, es- 
pecially to those pecuniarly interested, was 
tue probable eourse of the affairs of J. C. 
Schwartz, Early in the day the fears of his 
failure to respond to margin calls, which had 
been felt on the curb Wednesday afternoon, 
eased off. as Schwartz was in the pit smiling 
calmly at the action of the market, and, it is 
said, selling some wheat on the top. Shortly 
before the end of the time allowed him under 
the rules for putting up margins he left the 
floor, not having made his word of the previ- 
ous evening good, and he could not be found 
during the afternoon. His office was locked 
and no one was around to represent him. 

It is estimated he was short fully 500,000 
bushels of wheat on which margins were not 
responded to. Most of it had to be bought in 
at 81 cents and upward, and the loss to the 
veg is placed in the neighborhood of $50,- 

O00. 

Made a Small Fortune in Corn. 

Last year Schwartz was the ruling king of 
the corn pit. Long before the notable drought 
of 1894 was thought of he began to be a bull 
oncorn. Few could see any reason in his 
course. He took hold. when corn was away 
down in the dumps and had few friends. As 
time went on the crowd on Change began to 
see method in his ccurse. Atleascit was luck 
resembling method aforethought, for the corn 
bears nitimately found the market advancing, 
and nearly all the cash grain in store within 
the control of J.C. Schwartz. <A good sized 
fortune was figured out for him on profits 
that were in his iong line, and everybody 
wondered how he came to foresee just what 
corn would do. During the reigr of the bears 
last year and the year before Schwartz was 
active on that side of the wheat market, fol- 
lowing the opposite course he pursued in corn. 

Mr. Schwartz could not be seen last night, 
having been taken suddenly ill in the after- 
noon. Inquiry at his residence brought out 
the fuct that he was under medical care and 
that Dr. J. H. Stowell, who was in charge of 
his case, considered that his illness was brain 
fever and that his condition was serious, Dr. 
Stowell could not be found last night. 


Slight Change in Sentiment. 


On the excitement attendant on covering 
Schwartz's trades the high price on the pres- 
ent upturn was scored at 82 cents. There 
was crop damage news, country buying, and 
etrong cables to keep the market boiling, but 
late in the day there wasa change in senti- 
ment and July wheat reacted to 784 cents 
and ciosed at 78% cents. The market broke 
on small offerings and reports that the big 
bulls had decided the situation was getting 
unsteady and were selling for a turn. The 
trade done by commission houses is enor- 
mous. ‘iney are simply buriedin detail work 
arising from the sales and purchases of 
millions of bushels of wheata day. ‘The fact 
that there has only been one difficulty re- 
garding margins reported in the grain trade 
speaks well of the methods employed and in- 
dicates that stiff margins are being calied. 

There is little heard of combinations formed 
to put up the price of wheat, Any such com. 
bination would have been scared out by the 
rapidity of the advance and would have had 
an experience similar to that of most of the 
elevator men and oldtime bulls. It is the 
country that is taking the wheut. The small 
outside orders from the clerks, the mechanics, 
and the schoo!ma’ams are coming in and are 
taking the market right out of the hands of 
the professionals. Buyers are convinced in 
the first place wheat is about the cheapest 
commodity on the market, gauged by cost of 
production, and are encouraged in the posi- 
tion they have taken by the extensive interior 
cash wheat business, which bears out the 
theory of exhausted reserves. 


Curb Brokers Calming Down, 


While wheat had its usual afternoon bulge 
on the curb a temporary cessation of tne 
feverish activity was noticeable. It was not 
displeasing to traders, as they are all longing 
forarest. July wheat suld on the curb from 
7914 cents down to 784, and 79 was bid iate 
in the day. Puts sold trom 74% cents up to 
7514, and calis from 82 cents up to 83%. 
Calis on July corn ranged at 56@56% cents, 
and puts at 53°¢@54. 

One of the must gratifying incidents of the 
recent boom in wheat has been the good 
fortune it has broyght to the firm of Lyon, 
Huibert & “o., No. 12 Sherman street. Dur- 
ing the panic of 1893 the firm became@ 
embarrassed through being too long on 
the bull side of wheat. Notes were 
given in payment of indebtedness at 
that time. Yesterday the last of those notes 
was paid, and a few other outstanding credit- 
ors notified that their money was ready for 
them. ‘The firm has in its vaults canceled 
notes aggregating over $200,000, and enjoys 
the distinction of being the first house that 
wert down in the panic te. settle in full with 
interest uptodate. The firm is now ready 
for business at the old staid, not owing a dol- 
lar in the world. 

‘*We started in on the present boom by 
buying 50,000 bushels of wheat at 564% 
cents,’ said J. B. Lyon, “and the outcome 
has justified the expectation that to be a con- 
sistent bull under the present conditions of 
supply and demand was a proper course. We 
are not saying anything about how much 
money we have made or when we took profits. 
It is sufficient to say we have paid every cent 
of indebtedness.”’ 


NEW YORK JOINS IN THE EXCITEMENT 


Wheat Transactions of the Day Amount to 

28,000,000 Bushels. 
. New York, May 23.—Wheat had another 
sensational rise this morning with an enor- 
mous business,amounting to about 15,000,000 
bushels within the first hour. July opened 
at 83 cents, which was a clear gain of three 
cents from the close of Wednesday and two 
cents from’ the curb price. Stimulated by 
the heavy outside buying and reports thata 
big Chicago operator was actively engaged 
covering shorts it soon rose to 83% cents, 
which proved to be the highest point of the 
day 

The country demand this morning seemed 
to be the wildest thus far on the rise. Cables 
and crop dispatches all helped the advance 
and the bulls were confident of dollar wheat. 
when prices suddenly dropped under heavy 
realizing, losing a cent in a few moments. 
At noon there was another excited spurt 
and the early afternoon prices fluctuated so 
violently that local traders left the market 
entirely alone. Jumps of 14 and %& cent were 
frequent, and at one time there was a drop 
of one cent in three minutes, while the Chi- 
cago market was even more erratic. The 
sensation of the day, however, was a 2% 
eent drop in fifteen minutes. It came like 
a thunder-clap and the pit was fairly turned 
down while it lasted. Whole blocks of wheat 
were thrown over and prices went 4,@1 cent 
at a clip, closing at 81% cents for July. Total 
transactions for the day were about 28,000,- 
000 bushels.
